1.  The  Royal  Masonic,  Institution  for  Boys. 

OBJECT. 

2.  To  receive  under  its  protection,  and  to  maintain,  clothe, 
and  educate  the  Sons  of  Freemasons,  under  the  English  Constitu- 
tion, of  every  religious  denomination,  who  from  circumstances 
arising  from  the  death,  illness,  or  misfortune  of  either  or  both 
parents,  are  reduced  to  and  continue  to  be  in  a position  requiring 
the  benefits  of  the  institution. 

CONSTITUTION. 

3.  A President,  Treasurer,  Trustees,  Patrons,  Vice-Patrons 
Vice-Presidents,  Life  Governors,  Life  Subscribers,  and  Annual 
Subscribers  of  not  less  than  One  Guinea. 

4.  A Grand  Patron  may  be  elected  by  a Quarterly  Court. 

PRESIDENT. 

5.  The  Most  Worshipful  the  Grand  Master  for  the  time  being 
shall  be  President,  and  in  consideration  of  the  sum  given  Annually 
by  the  Grand  Lodge  of  England,  he  shall  have  Twenty  Votes  at 
all  Elections  of  Boys. 

TREASURER. 

6.  The  Treasurer  shall  be  elected  annually  by  the  Quarterly 
Court  at  the  Meeting  in  April.  In  the  event  of  his  death,  removal 
or  resignation,  the  vacancy  shall  be  filled  up  at  the  ensuing 
Quarterly  Court,  or  at  a Special  Court. 

Candidates  for  the  office  of  Treasurer,  must  be  nominated  in 
writing  at  the  Meeting  of  the  Council  next  preceding  the  Election 
by  a Member  of  the  Council  present. 
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TRUSTEES. 


7.  Four  Trustees  shall  be  appointed  and  be  removable  by  the 
Quarterly  Court. 

The  Freehold  and  all  other  Property  shall  be  vested  in  their 
names  for  the  general  purposes  of  the  Institution. 

In  case  of  death,  removal,  or  refusal  to  act  of  any  of  the 
Trustees,  the  vacancy  or  vacancies,  shall  be  filled  at  an  ensuing 
Quarterly  Court. 

All  nominations  for  such  vacancy  or  vacancies  must  be  made 
in  writing  at  the  Meeting  of  the  Council  next  preceding  the 
Election  by  a Member  of  the  Council  present. 

PATRONS. 

8.  The  Most  Worshipful  Pro  Grand  Master,  and  the  Right 
Worshipful  Deputy  Grand  Master  for  the  time  being  shall  be 
Patrons  ex-officio. 

9.  Every  individual  Donor  of  Two  Hundred  Guineas,  by  one 
payment,  or  in  sums  of  not  less  than  Five  Guineas  each,  shall  be  a 
Patron,  and  have  Eighty  Votes  at  all  Elections  of  Boys,  and  every 
further  completed  sum  of  One  Hundred  Guineas  in  one  or  more 
payments  of  not  less  than  Five  Guineas  each,  shall  carry  the  further 
privilege  of  Fifty  Votes. 

A Lady — -or  a Lewis,  being  a Minor — ‘Contributing  One  Hundred 
Guineas,  in  one  or  more  payments  of  not  less  than  Five  Guineas 
each,  shall  be  a Patron,  with  Eighty  Votes  at  all  Elections  of  Boys, 
and  every  further  completed  sum  of  Fifty  Guineas  in  one  or  more 
payments  of  not  less  than  Five  Guineas  each,  shall  carry  the  further 
Privilege  of  Fifty  Votes. 

A Lodge,  Chapter,  or  Society,  or  any  Office  therein,  or  a Firm 
or  Company,  shall  enjoy  the  privileges  of  a Patron  on  completion 
of  the  payment,  under  similar  conditions,  of  Four  Hundred  Guineas, 
and  every  further  completed  sum  of  Two  Hundred  Guineas,  in 
one  or  more  payments  of  not  less  than  Five  Guineas  each,  shall 
carry  the  further  privilege  of  Fifty  Votes. 

VICE-PATRONS. 

10.  Every  individual  Donor  of  One  Hundred  Guineas  by  one 
payment,  or  in  sums  of  not  less  than  Five  Guineas  each,  shall  be 
a Vice-Patron,  and  have  Thirty  Votes  at  all  Elections  of  Boys. 

A Lady —or  a Lewis,  beingaMinor — ‘ContributingFiftyGuineas, 
in  ‘one  or  more  payments  of  not  less  than  Five  Guineas  each,  shall 
be  a Vice-Patron,  with  Thirty  Votes  at  all  Elections  of  Soys. 
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A Lodge,  Chapter,  or  Society,  or  any  Office  therein,  or  a Firm 
or  Company,  shall  enjoy  the  privileges  of  a Vice-Patron  on  com- 
pletion of  the  payment,  under  similar  conditions,  of  Two  Hundred 
Guineas. 


VICE-PRESIDENTS. 

11.  Every  individual  Donor  of  Fifty  Guineas  by  one  pay- 
ment, or  in  sums  of  not  less  than  Five  Guineas  each,  shall  be  a 
Vice-President,  and  have  Ten  Votes  at  all  Elections  of  Boys. 

A Lady — or  a Lewis , being  a Minor — -contributing  Twenty-five 
Guineas,  in  one  or  more  payments  of  not  less  than  Five  Guineas 
each,  shall  be  a Vice-President  with  Ten  Votes  at  all  Elections  of 
Boys. 

A Lodge,  Chapter,  or  Society,  or  any  Office  therein,  or  a Firm 
or  Company,  shall  enjoy  the  privileges  of  a Vice-President  on 
completion  of  the  payment,  under  similar  conditions,  of  One 
Hundred  Guineas. 

12.  A Vice-President  being  an  individual  Donor  of  the  sum 
payable  for  qualifying  as  such,  and  who  subsequently  subscribes 
Five  Guineas  and  upwards  in  one  payment,  shall  receive  Two 
Votes  at  all  Elections  of  Boys  for  every  Five  Guineas  so  subscribed. 

A Lady — or  a Lewis , being  a Minor — shall  receive,  under  similar 
conditions,  Four  Votes  for  every  Five  Guineas  so  subsciibed. 

13.  A Lodge,  Chapter,  or  Society,  or  any  Office  therein,  or  a 
Firm  or  Company,  having  qualified  as  a Vice-President  by  pay- 
ment of  the  sum  payable  for  qualifying  as  such,  shall  receive  One 
Vote  at  all  Elections  of  Boys  for  every  additional  Five  Guineas 
thereafter  contributed. 

LIFE  GOVERNORS. 

14.  Every  individual  Donor  of  Ten  Guineas  by  one  payment, 
or  in  sums  of  not  less  than  Five  Guineas  each,  shall  be  a Life 
Governor,  and  have  Two  Votes  at  all  Elections  of  Boys. 

A Lady — or  a Lewis,  being  a Minor— contributing  Five  Guineas 
in  one  payment  shall  be  a Life  Governor  with  Two  Votes  at  all 
Elections  of  Boys. 

A Lodge,  Chapter,  or  Society,  or  any  Office  therein,  or  a Firm 
or  Company,  shall  enjoy  the  privileges  of  a Life  Governor,  on 
completion  of  the  payment,  under  similar  conditions,  of  Twenty 
Guineas. 

HONORARY  RANK. 

15.  A Brother  who  has  rendered  special  service  to  the  Insti- 
tution may,  at  a Quarterly  Court,  by  a resolution  of  which  notice 
shall  have  been  given  at  a previous  Quarterly  Court,  be  elected 
an  Honorary  Patron,  Vice-tPatron,  Vice-President  or  Life  Governor, 
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and  have  the  same  privileges  as  if  qualified  under  the  preceding 
Laws. 

16.  Clergymen  granting  their  Pulpits,  or  preaching  in  aid  of 
the  Institution,  may  be  elected  by  the  Council  Honorary  Life 
Governors,  with  similar  privileges. 

17.  Abrogated , January  11th,  190 7. 

18.  Any  Executor  paying  a legacy  of  One  Hundred  Pounds  to  October 
the  use  of  the  Institution  shall  be  a Life  Governor,  and  have  Two  I9°6' 
Votes  at  all  Elections  of  Boys,  and  for  each  further  sum  of  One 
Hundred  Pounds  or  part  of  One  Hundred  Pounds  shall  receive 
Two  additional  Votes.  If  there  are  more  Executors  than  one  they 
shall,  when  paying  the  legacy,  nominate  one  of  their  number  a 

Life  Governor,  or  it  the  legacy  be  of  Two  Hundred  Pounds  or 
upwards,  each  of  the  acting  Executors  shall  be  entitled  to  the  like 
privilege. 

LIFE  SUBSCRIBERS. 

19.  Every  individual  Donor  of  Five  Guineas  by  one  payment 
shall  be  a Life  Subscriber,  and  have  One  Vote  at  all  Elections  of 
Boys. 

A Lodge,  Chapter,  or  Society,  or  any  Office  therein,  or  a Firm 
or  Company,  shall  enjoy  the  privileges  of  a Life  Subscriber  upon 
making  one  payment  of  Ten  Guineas,  or  two  payments  of  Five 
Guineas  each. 

20.  Any  person  not  serving  the  Office  of  Steward  at  an 
Anniversary  Festival,  who  may  collect  for  the  Institution  the  sum 
of  Twenty-five  Guineas,  shall,  when  that  sum  is  completed,  become 
a Life  Subscriber,  and  have  One  Vote  for  Life,  and  should  such 
person  collect  a further  sum  of  Twenty-five  Guineas,  shall,  on  the 
completion  thereof,  receive  an  additional  Vote,  and  so  on  for  every 
Twenty-five  Guineas  so  collected. 

20A.  Any  Masonic  Charitable  Association  (whose  Rules  must  October, 
first  have  been  duly  registered  in  the  books  of  the  Institution),  Jan8u9a7;y) 
upon  payment  of  Donations  amounting  to  Fifty  Guineas,  arising  ’ 
from  the  periodical  subscriptions  of  its  members,  shall  have  the  privi- 
lege of  nominating  one  of  its  Executive  Officers  as  a Life  Sub- 
scriber with  One  Vote  at  each  Election  of  Boys,  and  for  every 
further  completed  sum  of  Fifty  Guineas  so  subscribed  he  shall 
receive  an  additional  Vote,  or  in  lieu  thereof  the  Association  may 
nominate  a second  Executive  Officer  for  the  like  privileges. 

LIFE  GOVERNORS  AND  LIFE  SUBSCRIBERS. 

21.  A Life  Governor,  or  Life  Subscriber,  being  individual 
Donors  of  the  sums  respectively  payable  for  qualifying  as  such, 
and  who  subsequently  subscribe  Five  Guineas  and  upwards  in  one 
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payment,  shall  receive  One  Vote  at  all  Elections  of  Boys  for  every 
Five  Guineas  so  subscribed. 

A Lady — or  a Lewis , being  a Minor — shall  receive  under  similar 
conditions  Two  Votes  for  every  Five  Guineas  so  subscribed. 

22.  A Lodge,  Chapter,  or  Society,  or  any  Office  therein,  or  a 
Firm  or  Company,  having  qualified  as  a Life  Governor,  or  Life 
Subscriber  by  payment  of  the  sums  respectively  payable  for 
qualifying  as  such,  shall  receive  One  Vote  at  all  Elections  of  Boys 
for  every  additional  Ten  Guineas  thereafter  contributed. 

ANNUAL  SUBSCRIBERS. 

23.  Subscriptions  for  the  current  year  shall  be  due  on  the  1st 
of  January. 

24.  Every  Subscriber  of  not  less  than  One  Guinea  (Lodges, 
Chapters,  and  Societies,  or  any  Offices  therein  included),  shall  for 
every  Guinea  subscribed  have  One  Vote  at  each  of  the  two  succeed- 
ing Elections  of  Boys,  or  may,  by  option,  have  Two  Votes  at  the 
next  Election. 

24A.  A Subscriber  of  Half-a-Guinea  shall  have  One  Vote  at 
the  next  ensuing  Election. 

25.  Every  individual  Annual  Subscriber  whose  total  con- 
tributions as  such,  within  a period  of  Ten  Years  amount  to  Ten 
Guineas,  shall  then  rank  as  and  have  the  privileges  of  a Life  Sub- 
scriber, and  shall  in  addition  for  every  Guinea  thereafter  subscribed 
have  Two  Votes  at  each  of  the  two  succeeding  Elections  of  Boys,  or 
may,  by  option,  have  Four  Votes  at  the  next  Election. 

Every  Lodge,  Chapter,  or  Society,  or  any  Office  therein,  or  a 
Firm  or  Company,  having  continuously  subscribed  not  less  than 
One  Guinea  annually  for  Ten  consecutive  Years,  shall,  for  every 
Guinea  thereafter  subscribed,  receive  Two  Votes  at  each  of  the 
Two  succeeding  Elections  of  Boys,  or  may,  by  option,  have  Four 
Votes  at  the  next  Election. 

PRIVILEGES  OF  STEWARDS. 

26.  Every  Steward  qualifying  as  a Life  Governor  at  an 
Anniversary  Festival  shall  be  entitled  to  additional  Votes  at  all 
Elections  of  Boys  as  follows  For  the  First  Stewardship,  one 
additional  Vote  ; for  each  subsequent  Stewardship  with  a further 
donation  of  not  less  thas.  Ten  Guineas,  two  Additional  Votes. 

27.  A Brother,  Lady — or  a Lewis,  being  a Minor — -serving  the 
office  of  Steward  and  contributing  Five  Guineas  at  the  time  of  such 
Stewardship,  shall,  on  serving  a second  Stewardship,  and  con- 
tributing a further  sum  of  Five  Guineas,  have  the  same  Votes  and 
privileges  as  a Life  Governor,  contributing  Ten  Guineas  at  one 
Stewardship. 
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28.  Every  Steward  at  an  Anniversary  Festival  who  shall 
procure  Donations  or  Subscriptions  to  the  extent  of  not  less  than 
Twenty-five  Guineas,  in  addition  to  a personal  Donation,  shall 
receive  One  additional  Vote  at  all  elections  of  Boys,  and  a further 
Vote  for  every  additional  sum  of  not  less  than  Twenty-five  Guineas.  APril> 
These  “ List  ” Votes  may  accrue  from  any  sum  contributed  by  the  19  7' 
Steward  in  excess  of  his  personal  qualifying  Donation  of  Ten 
Guineas  for  the  Charity  jewel  or  Clasp  of  Grand  Lodge,  and  also 
from  the  Donations  of  any  other  Stewards  appearing  on  his  List, 

but  such  Votes  shall  only  be  given  and  accrue  in  proportion  as  the 
various  Donations  and  Subscriptions  are  received  by  the  Institution. 
Ladies— or  Lewises,  being  Minors— acting  as  Stewards  shall  receive 
“ List  ” Votes  as  above,  provided  they  qualify  as  Life-Governors  of 
the  Institution. 

VOTES.  . 

29.  In  all  cases  a Subscribing  Lodge,  Chapter,  or  Society,  or  a 
Firm  or  Company,  shall,  at  the  time  of  contribution,  direct  by  what 
Officer  or  Member  of  the  body  the  privilege  of  voting  is  to  be  exer- 
cised, and  in  default  of  any  direction,  the  Secretary  for  the  time 
being  shall  be  entitled  to  the  Vote. 

30.  Plurality  of  Votes  applies  only  to  Elections  of  Boys  ; April, 
nevertheless,  upon  any  question  before  a Quarterly  or  Special  Court  l8"‘ 
cr  Council,  a Donor  or  Subscriber  who  has  a Vote  in  his  own  right 
may  also  vote  on  behalf  of  any  Lodge,  Chapter,  or  Society,  or  any 
Office  therein  of  which  he  is  a Subscribing  Member  and  the  duly 
accredited  Representative. 

31.  A Voting  Paper  duly  issued  for  an  Election  of  Boys  shall 
continue  valid  for  the  current  Election,  notwithstanding  that  the 
Voter  may  have  died  before  the  day  of  Election,  provided  such 
Voting  Paper  shall  have  been  signed  by  the  Voter  or  by  his 
executors. 

31  a.  On  the  death  of  a Subscriber,  the  executors  shall,  at  July, 
the  next  ensuing  Election,  be  entitled  to  receive  and  sign  the  Voting  l8Q7* 
Paper  such  deceased  Subscriber  would  have  been  entitled  to  if  still 
living. 

32.  No  Votes  shall  be  given,  nor  shall  any  privileges  of  any 
kind  or  description  be  acquired  in  respect  of  any  promised  Donations 
or  Subscriptions  until  the  respective  amounts  thereof  shall  have 
been  actually  paid  to  the  Institution. 

33.  A Candidate  shall  be  entitled  without  proxy  to  have  October, 
placed  to  his  credit  at  each  Election,  ten  times  the  number  of  Votes  19°6-  * 
to  which  his  parents,  if  deceased,  would  by  their  Donations  have 
been  entitled  to,  if  living. 

If  either  Parent  be  a Life  Governor  at  the  date  of  the  reception  October, 
of  the  Petition,  a Candidate  shall  be  entitled  without  proxy  to  have  I9°6*

Fifty  Votes,  and  in  case  both  Parents  be  so  qualified  One  Hundred 
Votes,  placed  to  his  credit  at  each  Election. 

°^o6er’  Votes  given  for  any  Candidate  shall  be  carried  to  his  account 
T9° ' until  he  be  elected,  or  attain  the  age  of  Twelve  years,  or  become 
otherwise  disqualified. 

34.  Every  Voting  Paper  shall  be  given  specifically  for  each 
Election  of  Boys,  and  must  be  signed  by  the  party  entitled  to  vote, 
cr  by  a Subscriber  on  his  or  her  behalf.  No  Voting  Paper  filled  up 
for  any  Boy  or  Boys  shall  be  altered,  except  upon  the  personal  or 
written  application  to  the  Chairman  of  the  Court  of  the  owner 
(according  to  the  List  of  Subscribers)  of  the  Individual  Voting 
Paper. 

October,  In  any  case  in  which  it  shall  be  proved  to  the  satisfaction  of 
1906  the  Board  of  Management  that  the  Election  of  a Boy  has  been 
directly  or  indirectly  promoted  by  the  purchase  or  the  sale  of  the 
Votes  of  the  Subscribers,  such  Election  may  be  declared  void  by  the 
Board  of  Management,  and  thereupon  such  Boy  shall  cease  to 
receive  the  benefits  of  the  Institution. 

COURTS. 

35.  Quarterly  Courts  shall  be  held  at  the  Freemasons’  Hall, 
London,  W.C.,  on  the  second  Friday  in  January,  April,  July,  and 
October  (except  when  that  day  shall  fall  on  the  Friday  immediately 
before  a Bank  Holiday,  when  the  Quarterly  Court  shall  be  held  on 
the  next  following  Friday)  in  every  year  ; in  January  and  July  at 
four  o’clock  p.m.,  and  in  April  and  October  at  twelve  o’clock  at 
noon. 

36.  The  business  of  a Quarterly  Court  shall  be  to  elect  the 
Grand  Patron,  Treasurer,  Trustees  and  Honorary  Officers,  elect 
the  Board  of  Management,  elect  the  Twelve  Representative  Members 
of  the  Council  and  elect  Boys,  make  new  laws,  and  suspend,  abro- 
gate, or  amend  existing  laws,  and  generally  to  direct  and  control 
the  affairs  of  the  Institution. 

37.  A Quarterly  Court  has  the  power  of  adjournment,  and 
may  at  such  Adjournment  transact  all  business  which  that 
Quarterly  Court  could  have  entertained  ; its  acts  shall  for  all 
purposes  be  deemed  as  valid  as  if  done  on  the  regular  day  of  meet- 
ing. 

38.  A Special  Court  shall  be  called  by  the  Secretary  at  any 
time  being  not  less  than  fourteen  days  from  the  delivery  to  him  of 
a requisition  in  writing  by  either  the  President,  Treasurer,  a 
Trustee,  three  Patrons,  Vice-Patrons,  Vice-Presidents,  or  members, 
of  the  Board  of  Management,  or  nine  Life  Governors,  or  by  a 
resolution  of  the  Council  ; six  days’  notice  of  such  Court  being 
given  by  advertisement  in  some  Masonic  papers,  and  not  less  than 
three  of  the  leading  London  daily  papers,  notice  also  being  sent  to 
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every  Provincial  Grand  Secretary.  The  business  to  be  transacted 
at  such  special  Court  shall  be  specified  in  such  requisition  or 
resolution,  and  confirmation  of  minutes  of  proceedings  of  any 
such  Special  Court  shall  not  be  required  to  give  them  validity 
except  in  such  cases  as  provided  for  in  Law  45. 

39.  The  decision  of  a Special  Court,  when  confirmed  at  the 
next  Quarterly  Court  shall  not  be  reconsidered  at  any  subsequent 
Special  Court,-  or  at  any  Quarterly  Court,  until  after  the  expiration 
of  twelve  months  from  the  date  of  the  Special  Court  at  which  such 
decision  was  adopted. 

40.  The  time  at  which  a Special  Court  shall  be  convened  shall 
be  between  the  hours  of  twelve  noon  and  four  in  the  afternoon, 
and  the  place  at  which  such  Court  shall  be  held  shall  be  the  place 
at  which  the  Courts  of  the  Institution  are  ordinarily  held. 

41.  A Special  Court  shall  have  the  power  to  adjourn  either  to 
a special  day,  or  to  the  next  Quarterly  Court,  as  it  may  seem  best. 

42.  At  all  Quarterly  or  Special  Courts  the  President  shall 
preside,  in  his  absence  any  Brother  being  at  least  a Life  Governor, 
shall  be  elected  to  preside  by  those  present  by  show  of  hands. 
Seven  members  shall  form  a quorum. 

43.  Every  motion  made  at  a Court  shall  be  in  writing. 

44.  The  Court  shall  decide  by  show  of  hands  ; the  Chairman 
in  his  discretion  may  direct  the  numbers  to  be  counted. 

45.  No  motion  for  a new  law,  for  the  suspension,  abrogation, 
or  alteration  of  any  existing  law,  or  for  a grant  of  money  or  an 
expenditure  exceeding  £500,  shall  be  made  at  a Quarterly  or 
Special  Court,  unless  notice  thereof  shall  have  been  given  at  a 
previous  Quarterly  Court  or  Council,  and  advertised  by  the 
Secretary  in  at  least  two  of  the  London  daily  and  Masonic  papers 
six  days  prior  to  such  meeting,  notice  also  being  sent  to  every 
Provincial  Grand  Secretary.  The  Minutes  of  such  proceedings 
as  are  specified  in  this  Law  shall  not  take  effect  unless  confirmed 
at  a subsequent  Quarterly  Court — provided  always  that  no  Quarterly 
or  Special  Court  shall  have  power  to  cancel , or  alter,  the  fundamental 
principle  of  the  Institution — that  its  benefits  shall  be  extended  to  the 
Sons  of  Brethren  of  every  religious  denomination. 

46.  Patrons,  Vice-Patrons,  Vice-Presidents,  Life  Governors, 
Life  Subscribers,  and  Annual  Subscribers  of  One  Guinea  of  at  least 
two  consecutive  years’  standing,  not  being  minors,  shall  alone  be 
entitled  to  attend  and  vote  at  Quarterly  or  Special  Courts. 

COUNCIL. 

47.  The  ordinary  business  of  the  Institution  shall  be  trans- 
acted by  a Council  consisting  of  all  Life  Governors — not  being 
Minors—  also  Twelve  Life  or  Annual  Subscribers — » who  shall  be 
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Freemasons — elected  annually  at  the  Quarterly  Court  in  April. 
A summary  of  their  monthly  proceedings  shall  be  reported  to  the 
following  Quarterly  Court.  They  shall  receive  the  petitions  of 
Candidates  for  admission  after  having  a report  of  the  Petitions 
Committee  thereon,  and  recommend  to  the  Quarterly  Court  those 
declared  eligible  to  be  placed  on  the  list  for  election,  with  powei  to 
reject  any  petition  if  they  consider  the  case  not  within  the  class  of 
those  intended  to  be  aided  by  the  Institution,  notwithstanding  the 
correctness  of  all  the  certificates  required — fill  up  any  extraordinary 
vacancy  in  the  Board  of  Management  in  the  manner  prescribed  in 
Law  53,  elect  Honorary  Life  Governors  (under  Law  16),  elect, 
suspend  or  remove  the  Secretary  and  paid  officers  (other  than  those 
hereinafter  excepted)  ; receive  the  reports  of  the  Board  of  Manage- 
ment and  all  Committees,  consider  and  decide  upon  their  recom- 
mendations, and  order  payment  of  the  accounts  as  approved  by 
the  Finance  Committee. 

48.  The  Council  shall  meet  at  Freemasons’  Hall  on  the  last 
Friday  of  every  month  (except  when  that  day  shall  fall  on  the 
Friday  immediately  before  a Bank  Holiday,  when  the  meeting 
shall  be  held  on  the  next  following  Friday),  August  excepted,  at 
Four  o’clock  in  the  Afternoon,  elect  a Chairman,  being  a Freemason , 
at  each  Meeting,  and  may  adjourn  from  time  to  time.  Five  shall 
form  a quorum. 

BOARD  OF  MANAGEMENT. 

49.  From  the  Council,  Thirty  Life  Governors,  being  Free- 
masons, shall  be  elected,  at  the  Quarterly  Court  in  April,  to  act  as 
a Board  of  Management,  with  the  addition  of  the  Treasurer  and 
Trustees.  Five  shall  form  a quorum.  Fifteen  of  these  Brethren 
shall  be  Members  of  London  Lodges  or  Chapters,  and  Fifteen  shall 
be  Members  of  Provincial  Grand  Lodges  or  Chapters. 

50.  Nominations  of  brethren  to  serve  on  this  Board  shall  be 
made  at  the  Council  in  March  preceding.  Brethren  proposed  for 
Election  on  behalf  of  the  London  Brethren  shall  be  nominated  by  a 
London  Brother  ; Brethren  proposed  for  Election  on  behalf  of  the 
Provinces  shall  be  nominated  by  the  authority  of  each  Provincial 
Grand  Lodge,  not  more  than  One  Brother  being  nominated  on 
behalf  of  any  one  Province.  The  Names  of  the  Brethren  nominated 
shall  be  printed  in  alphabetical  order  and  without  distinctive  mark 
or  reference,  and  a list  given  to  every  Voter  attending  the  Election 
in  April.  Upon  the  result  of  the  Election  being  declared,  new 
nominations  will  be  required  for  future  Elections. 

51.  The  Election  shall  be  conducted  in  the  manner  prescribed 
by  the  Book  of  Constitutions  for  the  Election  of  Members  for  the 
Board  of  General  Purposes.  Scrutineers  shall  be  appointed  for  the 
purpose  of  issuing  the  Voting  Papers  and  taking  the  Poll,  which 
shall  remain  open  until  3 p.m. 
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52.  The  period  of  the  tenure  of  office  shall  be  three  years  ; 
one-third  in  number  of  the  London  Members  and  one-third  in 
number  of  Provincial  Members  respectively  shall  retire  regularly 
by  rotation.  Retiring  Members  shall  be  eligible  for  re-election. 

53.  Every  extraordinary  vacancy  on  the  Board,  occurring 
through  death,  disqualification,  or  resignation,  shall  be  filled  up 
by  the  Council  by  show  of  hands  (notice  of  such  vacancy  having 
been  given  at  the  previous  meeting  of  the  Council)  ; in  the  event 
of  such  vacancy  occurring  amongst  the  London  Members  of  the 
Board  by  the  Election  of  a Brother  similarly  qualified  ; and,  in  the 
event  of  a vacancy  amongst  the  Provincial  Members  of  the  Board, 
by  the  election  of  a Brother  who  shall  be  nominated  on  behalf  of 
any  Provincial  Grand  Lodge  not  represented  on  the  Board.  In 
case  of  an  extraordinary  vacancy  amongst  the  Provincial  Members, 
at  least  fourteen  days’  notice  of  the  Election  shall  be  given  to  every 
Provincial  Grand  Secretary  whose  Province  is  not  represented  on 
the  Board.  The  newly  elected  Member  shall  hold  office  for  the 
unexpired  term  of  his  predecessor. 

54.  In  the  event  of  any  Member  of  the  Board  being  absent 
from  the  regular  monthly  Meetings  of  the  Board  for  more  than 
six  months  (except  through  illness  or  other  sufficient  excuse  in 
the  opinion  of  the  Council),  he  shall  be  declared  to  be  disqualified 
at  the  next  Meeting  of  the  Council,  who  shall  (subject  to  Law  53), 
proceed  to  fill  up  the  vacancy  caused  by  his  disqualification. 

55.  The  Board  shall  meet  at  least  once  a month  (August  April, 
excepted),  at  the  School,  and  their  proceedings  shall  be  properly  I9°6’ 
registered  and  reported  monthly  to  the  Council. 

56.  They  shall  define  the  duties  of,  appoint,  or  remove  the 
Head-master,  Medical  Officer,  Matron,  and  all  other  persons 
employed  in  or  at  the  Establishment,  determine  the  scheme  o;f 
education,  superintend  the  regulations  of  and  receive  the  elected 
Boys  into  the  Establishment,  if  passed  by  the  Medical  Officer,  and 
discharge  them  after  the  expiration  of  their  lespective  terms  (in 
each  case  at  such  times  as  the  Board  may  appoint),  register  the 
names  and  addresses  of  the  parents  or  friends  to  whom  they  are 
delivered,  ascertain  as  far  as  practicable  their  future  position,  and 
record  the  same  on  the  Minutes. 

57.  They  shall  have  submitted  for  their  approval  all  Rules 
Regulations,  and  Orders  made  by  the  Head-master,  Matron,  and 
other  officers  for  the  discharge  of  the  duties  of  all  officers,  and 
the  government  and  good  order  of  the  Establishment,  and  in  case 
of  need  report  to  the  next  Quarterly  or  Special  Court  on  all  matters 
which  affect  the  interests  of  the  Institution. 

58.  They  shall  have  power  to  suspend  the  Secretary,  Head- 
master, Medical  Officer,  Matron,  and  all  persons  employed  by 
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the  Institution,  and  appoint  others  to  discharge  their  duties,  until 
the  next  meeting  of  the  Council. 

59.  They  shall  see  that  the  boys  are  periodically  examined  by 
competent  persons,  make  inquiry  respecting  their  conduct,  and 
reward,  admonish,  or  punish  them  at  discretion. 

60.  They  shall  cause  to  be  taken,  and  the  Chairman  shall  sign 
yearly,  an  inventory  of  the  clothing,  goods,  furniture,  fixtures,  etc., 
and  see  that  the  premises  and  furniture  are  sufficiently  insured  in 
some  public  Insurance  Office. 

61.  They  shall  examine  the  state  of  the  Building  and  premises 
from  time  to  time,  and  report  thereon  annually  to  the  Council. 

62.  They  shall  inquire  into  the  character  and  qualifications, 
and  examine  the  Testimonials  and  Candidates  for  any  vacant  paid 
office,  and  report  to  the  Council  on  any  Candidate  whose  Election 
is  vested  in  the  Council. 

63.  They  shall  be  responsible  for  the  general  good  government 
of  the  Institution  and  the  due  observance  of  the  Laws  and  Regu- 
lations, and  may  be  removed  severally  or  collectively  by  Resolution 
of  the  Quarterly  Court,  in  which  case  the  vacancies  shall  be  supplied 
provisionally  until  the  next  regular  period  of  Election. 

64.  No  Member  of  the  Board  of  Management  shall  supply  the 
Institution  with  any  commodity  in  the  way  of  business. 

FINANCE  COMMITTEE. 

65.  The  Board  of  Management  shall  elect  annually  from 
amongst  their  number  Twelve  Brethren,  Six  London  and  Six 
Provincial,  to  act  as  a Finance  Committee,  with  the  addition  of 
the  Treasurer  of  the  Institution  and  Chairman  of  the  Board.  Three 
shall  form  a quorum. 

66.  They  shall  meet  every  month  (August  excepted)  at  such 
hour  and  place  as  they  may  from  time  to  time  appoint,  see  that 
the  Tradesmen’s  Bills  and  Accounts  have  been  properly  rendered 
to  and  certified  by  the  Board  of  Management  previously  to  recom- 
mending them  for  payment.  They  shall  not  recommend  any 
Bill  or  Account  for  payment  unless  satisfied  the  same  is  properly 
due,  and  that  the  interests  of  the  Institution  have  been  duly 
observed  and  protected ; compare  the  vouchers  and  cheques  for  the 
payments  made  by  order  of  the  Council;  see  that  all  receipts  and 
payments  are  correctly  entered  and  registered  by  the  Secretary, 
and  that  all  balances  are  regularly  brought  forward  : examine  the 
Books  and  Accounts,  and  see  that  the  Subscriptions  and  Donations 
are  posted  up  ; report  their  proceedings  to  the  Council,  with  any 
observations  that  they  may  deem  necessary,  and  see  a correct  list 
be  prepared  of  all  Donations  received  in  the  preceding  year,  together 
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with  the  Annual  Account  of  Receipts  and  expenditure  for  dis- 
tribution. 

All  payments  to  be  made  by  cheques  signed  by  two  Members 
of  the  Finance  Committee,  countersigned  by  the  Secretary. 

PETITIONS  COMMITTEE. 

67 • The  Board  of  Management  shall  elect  annually  from  October, 
amongst  their  number  Ten  Brethren,  Five  London  and  Five  I9°6' 
Provincial,  to  act  as  a Petitions  Committee,  with  the  addition  of 
the  Treasurer  of  the  Institution  and  Chairman  of  the  Board. 

Three  shall  form  a quorum.  They  shall  meet  from  time  to  time 
as  circumstances  may  require,  and  receive  and  examine  Petitions 
of  Candidates  for  admission  (including  the  cases  of  the  unsuccess- 
ful Candidates  at  the  previous  Election),  and  investigate  and 
make  such  inquiries  lelating  to  the  circumstances  stated  in  the 
Petition,  or  of  the  relations  of  the  Petitioner,  and  may  require 
such  confirmation  thereof  as  may  be  deemed  advisable,  and  they 
shall  report  the  result  of  such  examination  or  investigation  to  the 
Council,  but  the  Committee  shall  not  have  power  to  reject  any 
Petition.  J 

QUALIFICATIONS  AND  ADMISSION  OF  BOYS. 

68.  The  number  of  Boys  to  be  elected  to  receive  the  benefits  of 
the  Institution  may  from  time  to  time  be  altered,  as  the  Quarterly 
Court,  by  resolution,  of  which  notice  shall  have  been  given  at  a 
previous  Quarterly  Court,  or  Council,  may  determine. 

At  the  Meetings  of  the  Council  in  June  and  December  the 
number  of  Vacancies  shall  be  stated.  The  circumstances  ’ and 
eligibility  of  the  Candidates  remaining  from  the  last  Election 
having  been  again  inquired  into  by  the  Petitions  Committee,  shall 
be  then  reported  to  the  Council. 

The  Board  of  Management  shall  have  power  in  the  event  of  a October, 
V acancy  or  V acancies  occurring  from  any  cause,  within  two  months  I9°6, 
after  the  date  of  the  last  election,  to  admit  to  the  benefits  of  the 
Institution  the  next  highest  unsuccessful  Candidate  or  Candidates 
on  the  List. 

68a,  A Quarterly,  or  Special  Court,  on  the  recommendation  October, 
of  the  Board  of  Management,  shall  have  power  to  place  (without  I9°6‘ 
election)  on  the  last  of  Boys  any  duly  qualified  boy,  who,  by  the 
death  or  permanent  incapacity  of  his  father,  caused  through  being 
actively  engaged  in  time  of  war  in  the  Naval  or  Military  Service,  may 
become  entitled  to  receive  the  benefits  of  the  Institution,  provided 
that  at  the  time  of  such  occurrence  the  father  was  a subscribing 
member  to  some  Lodge.  The  number  of  Boys  to  be  maintained 
and  educated  under  this  Law  shall  not  at  any  one  time  exceed  the 
number  of  Ten. 
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ctober,  69.  No  petition  shall  be  received  on  behalf  of  a Boy  who  shall 
be  less  than  six  years  of  age,  and  no  Boy  under  seven  years  of  age 
shall  receive  the  benefits  of  the  Institution. 

i9°o6et’  69a-  No  Boy  having  attained  the : age  of  seven  years,  and  being 
under  ten  years  of  age,  shall  be  admitted  into  the  Establishment 
unless  the  Boys  being  educated  therein  number  less  than  400,  but 
shall  be  placed  on  the  List  of  Boys  maintained  and  educated  out 
of  the  Establishment  by  reason  of  age,  and  any  Vacancies  in  the 
Establishment  shall  from  time  to  time  be  filled  up  by  Boys  on  this 
List  in  seniority  of  age,  if  qualified,  and  the  Board  of  Management 
shall  pay  towards  the  Education  and  Maintenance  of  each  such 
Boy  until  admitted  into  the  Establishment,  the  sum  of  Twenty- 
five  Pounds  per  Annum. 

70.  No  Boy  shall  be  elected  after  having  attained  the  age  of 
twelve  years,  but  he  shall  not  be  disqualified  by  reason  of  being 
beyond  such  age  on  the  day  of  Election  in  consequence  of  the 
working  of  the  exception  contained  in  Law  35. 

71.  Every  petition  must  be  recommended  by  two  Life 
Governors,  or  Life  or  Annual  Subscribers,  and  be  accompanied  by 
the  following  documents  : 

L A recommendation  signed  in  open  Lodge  by  the  Master, 
Wardens,  and  a majority  of  the  Members  then  present,  to 
which  the  Father  of  the  Candidate  does  or  did  belong,  or, 
in  the  event  of  such  Lodge  having  ceased  to  exist,  from 
some  other  Lodge,  certifying  that  at  the  time  of  his 
initiation  he  was  in  circumstances  which,  in  their 
opinion,  justified  him  in  offering  himself  for  enrolment  in 
the  Order,  and  specifying  for  what  period  he  has  been  a 
subscribing  Member,  and  further  certifying  that  his 
personal  position  is  so  altered  from  that  he  enjoyed  at  the 
time  of  his  initiation,  or  that,  if  deceased,  his  family  are 
so  reduced  in  circumstances  as  to  render  his  son,  to  the 
best  of  their  knowledge  and  belief,  a fitting  and  suitable 
object  for  the  benefits  of  the  Institution. 

N.B. — In  all  cases,  when  the  Candidate  is  recommended  by  a 
Lodge  within  the  London  district,  some  Member  of  the  Lodge 
shall  attend  the  Petitions  Committee  to  support  the  allegations  set 
forth  in  the  Petition.  Every  Petition  recommended  by  a Pro- 
vincial Lodge  shall  be  accompanied  by  a report  of  the  circumstances 
of  the  case,  signed  by  the  Provincial  Grand  Secretary,  or  on  behalf 
of  the  Charity  Committee  of  the  Province  in  which  the  Petition- 
ing Lodge  is  situated. 

N.B. — -Should  the  Lodge  in  which  the  Father  was  initiated,  or 
of  which  he  was  a Member,  have  ceased  to  meet,  or  should  there  be 
a serious  impediment  in  obtaining  the  Lodge  Certificate,  the 
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Petitions  Committee  may,  in  their  discretion,  accept  such  other 
evidence  as  they  may  deem  sufficient. 

II.  A Certificate  from  the  Grand  Secretary  that  the  Father 
has  been  duly  registered  in  the  books  of  the  United  Grand 
Lodge  of  England,  and  of  the  period  for  which  he  has 
paid  quarterage  to  the  Fund  of  Benevolence. 

III.  A Certificate  of  the  Marriage  of  the  Parents. 

IV.  A Certificate  or  other  proof  of  the  death  of  the  Parents 
in  all  cases  where  their  death  is  stated  in  the  Petition. 

V.  A Certified  Copy  of  the  Register  of  Birth  of  the  Candidate, 
or  other  proof  of  the  date  ‘thereof. 

VI.  A Certificate  under  the  hand  of  the  Medical  Officer  of 
the  Institution,  or  of  a duly  qualified  medical  practitioner 
in  the  neighbourhood  if  the  Candidate  be  resident  in  the 
country,  that  he  is  in  a good  state  of  health  and  not 
subject  to  any  disease  or  infirmity  which  would  render 
him  unfit  or  ineligible  to  be  received  as  an  inmate  of  the 
Institution. 

Petitions  must  be  forwarded  at  least  three  weeks  before  the 
Meetings  of  the  Council. 

72.  A Boy  shall  not  be  eligible  as  a Candidate  for  election 
until  a Petition  has  been  presented  on  his  behalf  containing  the 
information  hereinbefore  required,  nor  unless  his  Father  has  been  a 
subscribing  Member  to  some  Lodge  for  seven  years.  But  should 
death,  or  permanent  incapacity,  occasioned  by  lunacy,  paralysis, 
blindness,  fire,  shipwreck,  or  other  calamity  have  occurred  within 
seven  years  of  his  initiation,  this  Rule  shall  not  apply,  provided  that 
at  the  time  of  such  occurrence  the  Father  was  a subscribing  Member. 

73.  No  Boy  shall  be  eligible  for  admission  who  has  a Brother  October 
receiving  the  benefits  of  the  Institution  unless  the  number  of  I9c6* 
vacancies  is  in  excess  of  the  number  of  Candidates,  or  when  at 
least  five  children  other  than  the  Boy  receiving  the  benefits  of 

the  Institution,  are  dependent,  in  which  cases  only  shall  a second 
child  be  eligible.  The  Council  may  at  any  time  dispense  with  the 
strict  enforcement  of  this  Law . 

74.  The  List  of  Candidates  shall  be  closed  at  the  last  meeting 
of  the  Council  prior  to  the  Quarterly  Court  immediately  preceding 
each  Election,  at  which  Court  the  names  of  such  Candidates  shall 
be  approved  and  declared,  and  no  Candidate,  unless  so  approved, 
shall  be  placed  on  the  List  for  such  Election. 

75.  There  shall  be  two  Elections  for  the  admission  of  Boys  to  October 
the  benefits  of  the  Institution  in  each  year,  viz.,  at  the  Quarterly  I9°6, 
Courts  in  April  and  October.  The  Elections  to  be  by  Voting 
Papers  in  case  there  shall  be  more  Candidates  than  vacancies. 
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The  Ballot  shall  commence  at  one  o’clock,  or  immediately  after 
the  conclusion  of  the  general  business,  and  close  at  three  precisely. 

76.  Should  a Scrutiny  be  demanded,  such  demand  must  state 
the  ground  thereof  and  be  made  in  writing  within  seven  days  after 
the  Election  and  be  signed  by  at  least  two  Life  Governors.  Such 
demand  shall  be  laid  before  the  Board  of  Management  at  their  next 
regular  Meeting,  and  they  shall  have  power  to  adjudicate  on  the 
same.  Should  it  be  found  that  in  consequence  of  an  error  in  the 
Scrutineers’  Report,  any  Boy  has  been  incorrectly  returned  as  an 
unsuccessful  Candidate,  the  Board  of  Management  shall  have  power 
to  receive  such  Boy  into  the  Institution  at  the  time  fixed  for  the 
admission  of  the  Candidates  who  were  declared  elected,  or  as  soon 
thereafter  as  he  can  be  conveniently  admitted, 
ctober  77  All  Candidates  elected  to  the  benefits  of  the  Institution 
■9°6-  ’ shall  before  admission  to  the  Establishment,  be  required  to  pass  an 
examination  conducted  under  the  authority  of  the  Board  of  Manage- 


ment.

No  Bov  shall  be  received  into  the  Establishment  unless  the 
Medical  Officer  shall  certify  that  at  the  time  of  reception  lie 
continues  to  comply  with  the  provisions  of  Rule  71  as  regards 
health. 

RULES  APPLICABLE  TO  BOYS  AFTER  ELECTION. 

7g  Every  Boy,  when  required,  is  to  be  brought  to  the  Board 
of  Management  at  such  time  as  may  be  appointed,  for  the  purpose 
of  being  Idmitted  into  the  Establishment,  and  after  admission  shall 
not  depart  without  leave  on  pain  of  expulsion.  In  the  event  of  any 
elected  Boy  being  deemed  ineligible  for  reception,  his  admission 
may  be  deferred,  or  his  name  may  be  struck  out  from  the  List  ol 
Elected  Candidates. 
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79-  The  right  to  nominate  one  properly  qualified  Boy  to 
receive  the  benefits  of  the  Institution  during  the  life  of  an  individual 
(not  being  a Minor),  may  be  purchased  by  payment  of  Nine  Hundred 
Guineas,  but  no  Votes  shall  be  acquired  in  respect  of  any  portion 
of  such  payment. 

80.  Unless  by  permission  of  the  Board  of  Management  no  °^r’ 
Boy  shall  be  taken  out  of  the  Establishment  before  the  age  of 
Fourteen  years  or  receive  the  benefits  of  the  Institution  after  the 

age  of  Fifteen  years. 

81.  Before  any  Boy  can  be  admitted  to  the  Establishment, 
two  responsible  Householders  shall  sign  an  undertaking  to  remove 
him,  if  and  when  required  by  the  Board  of  Management,  to  receive 
him  during  vacation,  also  upon  leaving  the  Establishment  ; and, 
in  case  of  death,  to  bury  him  free  of  expense  to  the  Institution. 

The  Board  of  Management  may  order  the  removal  of  any  Boy — 

ist.  If  the  Medical  Officer  shall  certify  that  he  is  afflicted 
with  any  infectious  or  other  illness  rendering  him  unfit  to 
remain  in  the  establishment. 

2nd.  Ii  there  be  any  cause  rendering  him  ineligible  to  con- 
tinue therein. 

3rd.  If  they  are  of  opinion,  after  inquiry,  that  the  circum- 
stances of  the  Boy’s  Parents  or  other  Relatives  are  such 
as  to  render  it  improper  for  him  to  be  maintained  and 
educated  by  the  Institution  for  the  future. 

4th.  If  they  are  of  opinion  that  the  Boy’s  Election  has  been 
secured  by  fraudulent  or  other  improper  means. 

82.  In  any  case,  when  the  Board  of  Management  consider 
that  the  encouragement  of  any  peculiar  talent  evinced  by  a Boy 
would  be  of  advantage  to  him  in  after  life,  they  may  afford  such 
means  of  special  instruction  as  to  them  seems  reasonable. 

83.  Examinations  shall  be  held  at  least  yearly.  The  prizes 
awarded  shall  be  presented  publicly  in  such  a manner  as  the  Board 
of  Management  may  direct. 

84.  The  Board  of  Management  may,  if  they  in  their  discretion  °^er’ 
think  fit,  present  each  Boy  on  ceasing  to  receive  the  benefits  of  the  190  ’ 
Institution  with  a Bible,  Prayer  Book,  and  a donation  of  ten  shillings. 

85.  The  Board  of  Management  shall  in  all  cases  where  the  °^er> 
parents  or  guardians  of  a Boy  elected  to  receive  the  benefits  of  the  190  ’ 
Institution  so  desire,  determine,  previous  to  his  admission,  whether 

he  shall  be  educated  out  of  the  Establishment,  and  the  Board  of 
Management  may  in  any  case  so  resolve  at  any  time  a Boy  may 
be  an  inmate  thereof. 

Sons  of  Jewish  parents  may  be  educated  out  of  the  Establish- 
ment if  their  guardians  so  desire.

86.  The  Board  of  Management  may,  with  the  approval  of 
the  Cdtincil,  pay  towards  the  education  and  maintenance  of  each 
such  Boy  any  sum  in  their  discretion  not  exceeding  Thirty 
Pounds  per  annum. 

87.  No  contribution  or  payment  shall  be  made  unless  the 
Boy  be  educated  at  a school  to  be  approved  by  the  Board  of  Manage- 
ment, who  shall  be  entitled  to  remove  the  Boy  therefrom,  if  they 
consider  it  desirable,  either  into  the  Establishment  or  to  some 
other  school. 

88.  All  Boys  not  inmates  of  the  Establishment  are  subject 
to  all  the  rules  and  regulations  affecting  the  inmates,  so  far  as  the 
same  are  applicable,  and  not  hereby  expressly  varied. 

89.  The  Board  of  Management  may,  with  the  approval  of  the 
Council,  under  special  circumstances  appropriate  a sum  not  exceed- 
ing Twenty  Pounds  for  the  benefit  of  any  deserving  Boy  within 
twelve  months  of  the  date  of  his  having  ceased  to  receive  the  benefits 
of  the  Institution. 

89A.  The  Board  of  Management  may  expend  a sum  of  money 
not  exceeding  the  sum  of  Four  Hundred  Pounds  in  any  one  yeai 
in  providing  for  the  Higher  Education  of  deserving  boys  after  they 
have  finished  their  school  career.  Grants  from  this  Fund  shall 
only  be  made  for  the  purpose  of  enabling  boys  to  graduate  or 
attend— 

(1.)  'At  some  University  to  be  approved  by  the  Board  of 
Management  ; 

(2.)  At  one  of  the  Inns  of  Court  ; 

(3.)  At  any  of  the  following  places  of  Higher  Technical 
Education,  or  any  of  like  nature  approved  by  the 
Board  of  Management  : — 

Medical  Schools  attached  to  a Hospital. 

Royal  College  of  Science, 

The  Law  Society, 

Any  Higher  School  of  Art  or  Science  under  the  control 
of  a County  or  Borough  Council. 

SECRETARY. 

90.  The  election  and  removal  of  the  Secretary  shall  be  vested 
in  the  Council.  The  voting  for  election  to  be  by  balloting  papers, 
duly  forwarded  to  each  qualified  Member  not  less  than  fourteen 
days  before  the  date  of  election.  The  voting  for  removal  to  be  by 
show  of  hands.  All  ballot  papers  must  be  signed  by  the  party 
entitled  thereto,  and  be  presented  by  a Member  of  the  Council  at 
the  time  of  the  election.  A motion  for  removal  shall  only  be  made 
after  a Report  from  the  Board  of  Management,  and  shall  not  be 
entertained  by  the  Council  unless  notice  thereof  shall  have  been 
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given  at  the  meeting  preceding  that  at  which  it  is  intended  to  pro- 
pose such  motion. 

91.  No  Candidate  shall  be  eligible  for  the  office  of  Secretary 
unless  he  be  a Master  Mason  and  under  Forty-five  years  of  age. 
When  elected,  he  shall,  by  Guarantee  Society  or  otherwise,  give 
bond  to  the  Treasurer  for  the  time  being,  in  such  sums  as  the  Council 
shall  deem  fit  for  the  due  accounting  for  moneys  received  by  him. 

92.  The  appointment  and  removal  of  Clerks  in  the  Secretary’s 
office  shall  rest  with  the  Secretary,  subject  to  the  approval  of  the 
Board  of  Management. 

AUDITOR. 

93.  An  auditor,  who  must  be  a Chartered  Accountant,  shall 
be  appointed  by  the  Council  annually  at  the  Meeting  in  January. 
He  shall  be  held  responsible  for  the  accuracy  and  proper  keeping 
of  the  Books  of  the  Institution  ; he  shall,  under  the  supervision  of 
the  Finance  Committee,  prepare  a Statement  of  Accounts  and  a 
Balance  Sheet  at  the  end  of  each  year  which  shall  be  submitted  to 
the  Council  at  the  Meeting  held  in  February.  The  Council  may 
order  the  same  to  be  printed  and  circulated. 

94.  The  Council  shall  fix  the  remuneration  to  be  paid  to 
the  Auditor  for  his  services. 

SALARIES,  Etc. 

95.  The  Salaries  of  the  Secretary,  Head-master,  Medical 
Officer,  and  Matron  shall  be  fixed  by  the  Council  ; but  no  motion 
for  the  increase  or  diminution  of  any  salary  shall  be  entertained 
unless  notice  thereof  shall  have  been  given  at  the  Meeting  preceding 
that  at  which  it  is  intended  to  propose  such  motion. 

96.  No  Pension  or  Gratuity  on  retirement  shall  be  paid  out 
of  the  funds  of  this  Institution. 

97.  The  Council  may,  if  they  think  fit,  agree  with  any  Officer 
of  the  Institution  for  the  formation  of  a fund  in  the  nature  of  a 
Superannuation  Fund  to  be  invested  in  the  names  of  the  Trustees, 
the  main  principles  of  such  agreement  being  that  such  Officer  and 
the  Institution  respectively  shall  contribute  yearly  for  a period  of 
twenty  years  such  sums  not  exceeding  ten  per  cent,  of  the  Salary 
from  time  to  time  received  by  such  Officer  as  may  be  agreed  on  ; 
that  these  contributions  shall  accumulate  at  compound  interest; 
that  in  case  the  Officer  serves  the  Institution  for  such  Twenty  years, 
he  or  she  shall  on  his  or  her  retirement  be  entitled  to  the  whole 
accumulated  fund  ; that  in  case  he  or  she  retires  earlier  on  account 
of  permanent  disability  from  illness,  he  or  she  shall  also  be  entitled 
to  the  whole  of  the  same  fund  ; that  in  all  other  cases  he  or  she 
shall,  on  ceasing  to  be  a servant  of  the  Institution,  be  entitled  to  the 
amount  produced  by  his  or  her  own  contributions. 
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DEEDS,  Etc. 

98,  All  Deeds  and  Securities  shall  be  deposited  foi  safe  custody 
with  the  Bankers  of  the  Institution  in  the  names  of  the  Trustees, 
and  be  examined  yearly  by  the  Auditor,  and  a Statement  of  what 
is  so  deposited  shall  be  included  in  the  Annual  Balance  Sheet  and 
signed  by  him. 

GENERAL. 

99.  No  person  in  the  employment  of  the  Institution  shall 
canvass  or  interfere  directly  or  indirectly  in  any  Election,  or  be 
entitled  to  Vote  at  any  Meeting  of  the  Committees,  Council  or 
Courts,  otherwise  than  at  the  Election  of  Boys. 

SPECIAL  REGULATIONS 
As  to  Polling  Papers,  Etc. 

PA  Polling  Paper,  with  full  directions  for  its  use  at  the  Elections 
of  Boys,  on  the  second  Friday  in  April  and  October,  is  issued  in 
March  and  September  to  every  Subscriber  whose  Subscription  has 
been  paid . Every  precaution  is  used  to  ensure  the  safe  delivery  of 
Polling  Papers,  and  Subscribers  are  respectfully  requested  to  take 
due  care  of  them,  and  to  observe  that  as  peculiar  difficulties  have 
arisen  from  the  issue  of  duplicates,  they  cannot  be  granted  in  future, 
except  on  the  signature  of  a Form  of  Guarantee  of  which  the 
following  is  a copy  : 

“ I request  the  issue  of  a second  Polling  Paper , believing 
the  one  sent  to  me  to  be  lost  or  mislaid.  In  the  event  of  the  two  Papers 
being  polled  at  the  ensuing  Election , I undertake  to  pay  the  value  of  the 
one  now  granted  should  they  both  bear  my  signature , or  that  of  any

Polling  Papers  when  filled  up  and  signed  may  be  sent 
immediately  to  the  Office  (postage  being  paid),  where  they  will 
be  properly  registered  and  accounted  for.

Donation  of  Half-a-Guinea  gives  One  Vote  at  the  next  following 
Election.  (Annual  Subscriptions  are  due  on  January  ist.) 

Law  25.  Every  Individual  Annual  Subscriber  whose  total 
contributions  as  such,  within  a period  of  Ten  Years,  amount  to 
Ten  Guineas,  shall  then  rank  as,  and  have  the  privileges  of,  a 
Life  Subscriber,  and  shall  in  addition  for  every  Guinea  there- 
after subscribed  have  Two  Votes  at  each  of  the  two  succeed- 
ing Elections  of  Boys,  or  may,  by  option,  have  Four  Votes  at 
the  next  Election.

Vice-Presidents.— *0f  Fifty  Guineas,  in  one  sum  or  by 
payments  of  not  less  than  Five  Guineas  each,  constitutes  the 
donor  a Vice-President  of  the  Institution  for  Life,  with  the 
privilege  of  Ten  Votes  at  each  half-yearly  Election  of  Boys  ; if 
presented  when  serving  the  office  of  Steward  at  the  Anniversary 
Festival,  to  Eleven  Votes. 

Vice- Patrons  and  Patrons.— *Vice-Presidents  receive  Two 
Votes  instead  of  One  Vote  for  every  Five  Guineas  thereafter  sub- 
scribed, and  on  completing  the  sum  of  One  Hundred  Guineas 
become  Vice-Patrons,  and  on  completing  the  sum  of  Two  Hundred

Ladies— and  Lewises,  being  Minors-  contributing  Twenty- 
five  Guineas,  in  one  or  more  payments  of  not  less  than  Five  Guineas 
each  become  Vice-Presidents  with  Ten  Votes  at  each  half-yearly 
Election  of  Boys,  and  on  completing,  by  similar  payments,  the

Every  Steward  qualifying  as  a Life  Governor  at  an  Anni- 
versary Festival  shall  be  entitled  to  additional  Votes  at  all  Elections 
of  Boys,  as  follows  : for  the  first  Stewardship  one  Additional 
Vote  ; for  each  subsequent  Stewardship,  with  a further  donation 
of  not  less  than  Ten  Guineas,  two  Additional  Votes. 

N.B. — -See  Qualifications  for  Charity  Jewel,  page  64. 

Every  Steward  at  an  Anniversary  Festival  who  shall  procure 
donations  or  subscriptions  to  the  extent  of  not  less  than 
Twenty-five  Guineas,  in  addition  to  a personal  donation,  receives 
One  Additional  Vote  at  each  half-yearly  Election  of  Boys,  and  a 
Further  Vote  for  every  additional  Sum  of  not  less  than  Twenty- 
five  Guineas.  These  “ List  ” Votes  may  accrue  from  any  sum 
contributed  by  the  Steward  in  excess  of  his  personal  qualifying 
Donation  of  Ten  Guineas  for  the  Charity  Jewel  or  Clasp  of  Grand 
Lodge,  and  also  from  the  Donations  of  any  other  Stewards  appear- 
ing on  his  List,  but  such  Votes  shall  only  be  given  and  accrue  in 
proportion  as  the  various  Donations  and  Subscriptions  are 
received  by  the  Institution.  Ladies — or  Lewises,  being  Minors — 
acting  as  Stewards  shall  receive  “List”  Votes  as  above,  provided 
they  qualify  as  Life-Governors  of  the  Institution  . 

A Brother,  Lady — -or  a Lewis,  being  a Minor — -serving  the  Office 
of  Steward,  and  contributing  Five  Guineas  at  the  time  of  such 
Stewardship,  shall,  on  serving  a second  Stewardship,  and  con- 
tributing a further  sum  of  Five  Guineas,  have  the  same  Votes 
and  privileges  as  a Life  Governor  contributing  Ten  Guineas  at 
one  Stewardship. 

isspenses  attentring  Stewarbsbtp* 

The  total  amount  collected  at  the  Festivals  of  this  Institution 
being  exclusively  directed  to  the  funds  of  the  Charity , the  Stewards 
(irrespective  of  their  individual  donations  to  the  Institution) 
are  called  upon  for  certain  expenses  incidental  to  the  Festival  ; 
but  this  liability  is  limited  to  a sum  fixed  upon  by  the  Stewards 
at  their  first  meeting,  and  which  will  probably  not  exceed  Two 
Guineas  for  Brethren,  and  half  that  amount  for  Ladies,  and  Lewises 
being  Minors.  The  purposes  for  which  the  amount  is  required 
are  : The  musical  arrangements  for  the  entertainment  of  the 
guests  ; the  necessary  charges  for  postage,  printing,  stationery, 
Stewards’  favours,  etc.  It  also  includes  the  price  of  the  Steward’s 
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Dinner  Ticket.  The  Stewards  have  likewise  the  privilege  of  intro- 
ducing Ladies,  for  whom  accommodation  is  provided  at  a fixed 
additional  charge. 

In  the  case  of  Brethren  representing  Colonial  and  Foreign 
Lodges,  and  who,  by  residence  abroad,  cannot  attend  the  Festivals, 
the  Fee  is  usually  One  Guinea. 

Cbartts  3ewel. 

Any  Brother  serving  the  Office  of  Steward  to  this  Institution 
and  giving  a donation  at  the  time  and  in  his  own  name  of  not  less 
than  Ten  Guineas,  is  entitled  to  wear  the  Charity  Jewel,  provided 
he  has  also  served  the  office  of  Steward  to  either  the  Royal  Masonic 
Institution  for  Girls,  or  the  Royal  Masonic  Benevolent  Institution, 
with  a similar  donation. 

Every  Brother  who  shall  serve  the  Office  of  Steward  at  any 
Anniversary  Festival  of  either  of  the  Masonic  Charities  as  the 
representative  of  some  Provincial  or  Country  Lodge,  who  shall 
personally  attend  such  Festival , and  shall  bring  up  thereto  con-

Patrons. — -A  Lodge,  Chapter,  or  Society,  or  any  Office  therein, 
or  a Firm  or  Company,  contributing  Four  Hundred  Guineas,  in 
one  or  more  payments  of  not  less  than  Five  Guineas  each,  shall 
be  a Patron  with  Eighty  Votes  at  each  half-yearly  Election  of 
Boys,  and  every  further  completed  sum  of  Two  Hundred  Guineas, 
in  one  or  more  payments  of  not  less  than  Five  Guineas  each,  shall 
carry  the  further  privilege  of  Fifty  Votes  at  each  Election.

REPORT  OF  THE  BOARD  OF  RHAMACEMEHT, 

1 907. 


In  accordance  with  its  annual  custom,  the  Board  of  Manage- 
ment has  much  pleasure  in  enclosing  (with  the  April  Voting  Paper) 
to  each  Subscriber  a Statement  of  Accounts  for  the  year  ended 
December  31st,  1907,  which  has  been  prepared  by  the  Finance 
Committee,  audited  as  required  by  the  Laws,  and  agreed  to  by 
the  Council. 

The  Income  of  the  Institution  during  the  yeai  was  the 
highest  (other  than  the  Centenary)  in  its  history,  and  the  Board 
Madly  takes  this  opportunity  of  thanking  the  craft  for  its  con- 
tinued liberal  support,  which  has  enabled  the  benefits  of  the 
Institution  to  be  extended  to  a still  greater  number  of  boys. 

The  Annual  Speech  Day  was  held  at  the  Schools  on  June  10th, 
when  the  Countess  of  Dartmouth  graciously  presented  the 
Funded  Prizes  to  the  boys  in  the  presence  of  a large  and  distin- 
guished  company. 

This  event  was  followed  by  the  celebration  of  the  109th 
Anniversary  Festival,  held  at  the  Crystal  Palace  on  June  12th,  the 
Chairman  being  the  Right  Honourable  the  Earl  of  Dartmouth, 
R W.  Prov.  Grand  Master  for  Staffordshire,  and  the  amount  of 
the  collections  was  announced  at  £28,570,  at  the  hands  of 
1138  Stewards. 

The  Board  tenders  its  gratitude  to  the  Earl  and  Countess 
of  Dartmouth  for  their  attendance  at  these  functions,  and  to  the 
record  number  of  ladies  and  Brethren  who  acted  as  Stewards  of 
the  Festival,  particularly  to  those  who  hailed  from  the  Chairman  s 
Province  of’ Staffordshire  who  brought  up  a total  subscription  ot 
/6510  6s. 
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The  Board  has  again  to  report  that  its  confidence  with  respect  to 
an  improved  condition  of  life  when  the  new  School,  with  its  modern 
equipment,  was  fully  at  work  continues  to  be  amply  justified  ; and 
that  the  safeguards  adopted  have  been  successful  in  decreasing 
and  warding  off  infectious  illness. 

The  general  health  of  the  School  has  been  excellent,  and  the 
improvement  in  the  physical  condition  of  the  boys  is  maintained. 

The  efficiency  of  the  School  is  shown  by  the  results  of  the 
public  and  other  Examinations,  and  the  report  from  the  Board  of 
Education  states,  inter  alia.:  — 

“ The  work  of  the  year  has  been  very  well  done,  and  it 
deserves  generous  recognition.  The  inspiring  influence  of  the 
Head  Master  and  the  consequent  willing  co-operation  of  the 
members  of  his  Staff,  go  a long  way  towards  ensuring  the  con- 
tinued progress  of  the  School.” 

The  whole  School  was  again  examined  in  October  by  the 
Cambridge  University  Syndicate,  and  verbatim  copies  of  the 
reports  received  are  appended.  The  Board  is  confident  the 
Subscribers  will  recognise  that  a steady  and  marked  progress  has 
been  shown  in  the  conduct  and  efficiency  of  the  School. 

For  the  second  year  a squad  of  50  boys  was  sent  for  a week's 
training  at  Bisley  Camp,  under  the  auspices  of  the  N.R.A.  The 
boys  gained  1st  and  2nd  prizes  for  Physical  Drill  and  a 3rd  prize 
for  Marksmanship. 

The  Board  has  much  pleasure  in  directing  attention  to  the 
successes  gained  by  ex-pupils  of  the  Institution  during  the  past 
year,  which  are  appended  to  this  Report. 

It  is  gratifying  to  find  that  the  policy  of  retaining  deserving 
Boys  for  higher  education  continues  to  show  such  excellent 
results,  and  that  the  ex-pupils  of  the  Institution  are  thereby 
enabled  to  take  much  better  positions  on  leaving  the  School  than 
was  formerly  the  case. 

The  Buildings  and  Premises  have  been  maintained  in  proper 
repair  and  good  condition. 

The  Board;  after  three  years’  experience  in  the  working 
of  the  new  Schools  and  of  the  altered  course  of  Education 
adopted  on  the  recommendation  of  the  Board  of  Education, 
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determined  (with  the  unanimous  approval  of  the  Quarterly 
Court  of  October,  1906)  that  instead  of  adding  to  the  Build- 
ings, it  would  be  a better  policy  to  keep  the  maximum 
number  admitted  to  the  School  at  400,  and  utilise  the 
machinery  for  the  higher  education  of  Boys,  placing  those 
elected  between  7 and  10  years  of  age  at  Schools  near  the 
residence  of  their  parent  or  guardian. 

At  the  same  time  the  age  limit  for  admission  to  the 
benefits  of  the  Institution  was  raised  from  11  to  12  years, 
consequent  upon  a larger  number  of  boys  being  retained 
beyond  the  ordinary  leaving  age  of  15  years. 

The  School  is  now  full,  with  400  boys,  and  in  addition  34 
are  being  educated  at  outside  schools. 

For  some  time  past  the  necessity  of  acquiring  further 
playing-field  accommodation  and  land  for  any  future  exten- 
sion in  buildings  has  been  brought  prominently  to  the  notice 
of  the  Board,  who  in  consequence  caused  inquiries  to  be 
made  as  to  the  price  required  for  the  large  field  (now  con- 
sisting of  22  acres)  immediately  opposite  the  main  entrance 
and  front  of  the  School  Buildings.  The  price  asked  was, 
however,  prohibitive,  and  the  Board  saw  with  regret  a por- 
tion of  the  land— most  distant  from  the  School— sold  or  let, 
and  houses  and  factories  erected  thereon. 

In  consequence  of  the  death  of  the  owner  last  year  the 
whole  property  was  put  into  the  market,  and  a lower  price 
asked  for  it.  As  the  result  of  long  negotiation  the  Board 
will  in  April  ask  the  Quarterly  Court  to  sanction  the  con- 
ditional contract  entered  into  on  behalf  of  the  Trustees  for 
the  purchase  of  the  22  acres  of  land  for  the  sum  of  £10,000. 

Quite  apart  from  the  excellent  use  to  which  the  land 
will  be  put  in  giving  the  boys  the  increased  playing-field 
accommodation  which  is  necessary,  the  acquisition  of  the 
land  will  prevent  for  all  time  the  School  premises  being 
surrounded  by  other  buildings,  and  enable  our  successors, 
if  deemed  advisable,  to  erect  a Preparatory  School. 
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Following  the  course  adopted  in  previous  years,  the 
Board  appends  to  this  Report  a Statement  showing  the 
annual  cost  in  detail,  from  which  it  will  be  found  that 
the  expenditure  per  boy  shows  an  increase  over  the  past 
year  under  the  heads  of  A,  B,  C,  and  D, 

The  amount  of  Invested  Funds,  as  stated  in  the  Balance 
Sheet,  is  £174,295  17s.  id.  In  this  amount  Presentations  and 
Bequests  to  the  amount  of  £14,645  7s.  3d.  are  included,  £34  7s.  3d. 
having  been  added  during  the  year  on  account  of  the  “ Richard 
Eve  ” Perpetual  Presentation  as  accrued  interest. 

The  number  of  Boys  on  the  books  of  the  Institution  during 
the  past  year  was  432  and  for  the  current  year  is  434  (to  be  in- 
creased to  464  in  May),  being  a gross  increase  of  209  since 
1890.  58  boys  are  at  present  being  retained  for  higher  education 

beyond  15  yeans  of  age,  and  this  number  will  be  increased  after 
Easter. 

The  Board  has  much  pleasure  in  intimating  that  the 
Right  Hon.  The  Lord  Llangattock,  Prov.  Grand  Master  of 
South  Wales  (E,  Div.),  has  consented  to  preside  at  the  Festival 
tobeheldon17th  June  next,  and  hopes  that  a large  measure 
of  support  will  be  forthcoming  on  the  occasion  in  order  to 
provide  the  necessary  Funds  to  meet  the  ever-increasing 
demands  for  the  maintenance  and  education  of  sons  of 
Freemasons  whose  circumstances  require  the  benefits  of 
the  School.

DESCRIPTION  OF  BUILDINGS,  Etc. 

The  new  Schools  at  Bushey,  near  Watford,  Herts  have  been 
erected6  as8  a Memorial  of  the  Wary  of  the  tot, town,  the

finable  assistance  of  W.  Bro.  Rowland  Plumbe,  F.K.I.B.A., 

P G Supt  of  Works,  the  Board  prepared  a schedule  of  conditions 
Ld  acTommodation  required,  and  invited  six  e=nt  firms  of 
architects  to  submit  designs  m a limited  competition. 

The  designs  were  most  carefully  adjudicated  upon  y e 

Assessor  whd«*  award  met  with  the  unanimous  approval  of  the 
BoS  hd  the  plans  placed  first  order  of  merit  were  sobmfi  ed 
to  the  Ouarterlv  Court  in  January,  1898.  I he  autnors  01  in 
designs  were  found  to  be  Messrs.  Gordon.  Lowther  and  Gunton 
of  #£bTy  House.  London,  E.C.,  and  these  brethren  prepared 
the  working  drawings  and  quantities. 

Tenders  from  nineteen  builders  were  received  m February, 

1899,  and  that  of  Br0-  Henry  Martin’  of  NorthamPton>  being  1 

lowest,  was  accepted. 

The  works  were  completed  and  possession  taken  ovei 
the  builderby  The  Board  of  Management  in  September  1902. 
The  buildings  were  occupied  by  the  Boys  m January,  1903, 
usual  time  on  returning  from  the  Christmas  Hoh  y . 

The  designs  show  a complete  arrangement  for  s 
soo  Bovs  but  dormitory  accommodation  is  built  for  400  on  y 
present^  ’ The  Administrative  Offices.  Hall,  etc  are  adapted  for  t 
greater  number  so  as  to  avo.d  expense  in  alterations,  etc.,  m the 
future. 

The  general  scheme  is  quadrangular,  placed  so  as  to 

ine  geneiai  h Administrative  Block  with  its 

and  Library  on  the  first  floor. 
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The  Educational  Block,  with  its  separate  quadrangle, 
containing  the  Assembly  Hall,  the  Music  School,  the  various  Arts 
and  Physics  Schools,  Class-rooms,  together  with  the  Chapel  and 
Head -master’s  Residence  adjoining  are  placed  on  the  north-west 
side. 

The  Class-rooms  have  one  and  all  a northern  light,  and  the 
windows  are  as  low  as  possible,  thus  increasing  the  angle  of 
light,  etc. 

The  north-east  side  is  occupied  by  the  Dining  Hall,  the 
Kitchen  and  Service  Department,  with  its  separate  Court-yard, 
and  beyond  this  the  Technical  Schools,  Swimming  Bath’ 
Gymnasium  and  Fives  Courts,  etc.,  are  placed. 

The  south-east  side  is  left  partially  open  for  the  present  with 
a view  to  the  erection  in  the  future,  if  necessary,  of  an  additional 
Residential  Block. 

The  Residential  Blocks  are  placed  at  each  corner  of  the  main 
quadrangle,  and  arranged  to  accommodate  ioo  boys,  each  block 
comprising  Two  Houses,  with  Day  Schools,  Dormitories,  and 
Masters  and  Service  Rooms,  complete.  (See  following  pages  fov 
full  details.) 

A main  feature  of  the  design  is  that  all  the  principal  blocks  are 
connected  by  cloisters,  subways  being  provided  for  domestic  service. 

An  ample  supply  of  Baths  on  each  floor  is  provided.  Also 
convenient  and  labour-saving  arrangements  for  the  Boys’ 
Wardrobes. 

The  system  of  Lavatories  on  each  ground  floor  saves  labour  in 
water  carrying,  and  enables  the  boys  to  wash  for  all  meals  most 
expeditiously. 

The  Playing-fields  are  placed  to  the  south  and  west  of  the 
site,  and  well  ventilated  Latrines  are  provided  on  each  side. 

The  Heating  to  the  buildings  has  been  carried  out  by  means 
of  low  pressure  steam,  and  the  Lighting  by  means  of  Electricity, 
which  is  generated  on  the  premises. 

The  buildings  are  connected  with  the  Water  supply  of  the 
Colne  Valley  Water  Co. 

The  Drainage  is  well  intercepted  and  ventilated,  and  arranged 
so  as  not,  in  any  case,  to  pass  under  the  residential  portion  of  the 
buildings. 

The  Buildings  are  designed  in  a plain,  scholastic  style,  mainly 
15th  century  in  character. 

Great  reliance  has  been  placed  upon  the  grouping  of  the 
various  blocks  for  the  general  effect,  the  main  entrance  being 
distinguished  by  a central  clock  tower,  and  the  residential 
blocks  at  each  corner  of  the  main  quadrangle  by  square  towers 
containing  the  water  storage  tanks. 
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A further  and  important  feature  of  the  principal  front  is  the 
Chapel  which  has  been  erected  at  the  cost  and  under  the 
immediate  supervision  of  W.  Bro.  Charles  E.  Keyser,  Patron  and 
Trustee  of  the  Institution. 

This  munificent  example  the  Board  hopes  may  be  followed 
by  others,  and  thus  economise  the  very  limited  Capital  Funds  of 
the  Institution.  An  opportunity  is  also  afforded  to  Lodges, 
Chapters  or  Brethren  to  undertake  certain  structural  embellish- 
ment  which  will  add  grace  and  dignity  to  buildings  of  intense 
usefulness,  and  of  which  there  is  every  reason  to  believe  the  whole 
Craft  will  be  proud. 

The  west  end  windows  of  the  Assembly  Hall  Lave  been  filled 
with  Stained  Glass  as  a Memorial  to  the  late  V.  W.  Bro.  Richard 
Eve  P G Treasurer,  Chairman  of  the  Board  of  Management, 
1891-1900,  for  which  purpose  a separate  Fund  was  raised  by 
voluntary  contributions. 

The  foundation  stone  of  the  New  Schools  was  laid  with  Masonic 
ceremonial  on  May  12th,  1900,  by  H.R.H.  The  Duke  of  Connaught 

K.G.  &c.  &c.,&c  ,&c„  Past  M.W.G.M.,  acting  for  and  on  behalf  of 

H R H.  the  Prince  of  Wales,  K.G.,  &c.,  &c.,  &c.,  &c.,  then 
M.W.G.M.,  President  of  the  Institution. 

DESCRIPTION  OF  BOYS’  HOUSE  “ B.” 

The  boys’  entrance  is  on  the  front  road.  Just  inside 
are  the  Games  Clothes-rooms,  heated  by  hot  water,  where 
the  boys  change  before  and  after  games,  and  next  to 
them  is  the  Lavatory.  This  arrangement  of  changmg- 
rooms  and  lavatory  is  extremely  convenient,  as  it  enables 
a boy  to  wash  and  dress  after  games,  without  having  to 
enter  the  dormitories  or  any  other  part  of  the  house.  I he 
Lavatory  is  a light  and  airy  room,  containing  fifty  bowls, 
one  for  each  bo}7,  with  his  towel  rail  and  sponge  lack  over 
it.  Some  of  the  basins  are  fixed  so  low  that  the  smallest 
boy  can  lean  well  over  them.  The  plugs  cannot  be  mis- 
placed. The  waste  pipes  lead  from  the  basins  into  an 
open  glazed  channel  underneath,  easily  kept  clean  and 
sweet,  while  all  possibility  of  blockage  by  soap,  etc.,  is 
avoided.  There  is  a supply  of  hot  water  in  the  corner  of 
the  room.  Close  to  the  Lavatory  is  the  door  of  the  Boys 
Sitting-room.  In  this  room  a great  part  of  the  boys  time 
is  passed.  It  is  here  that  they  spend  their  evenings  m 
work  or  amusement.  In  short,  it  is  the  home  of  their 
school  life.

These  sitting-rooms,  having  windows  on  both  sides, 
get  plenty  of  sunlight,  while  the  cross  draught  ensures 
efficient  ventilation.  The  small  rooms  leading  off  the 
Sittmg-room  are  Prefects’  Studies. 

Beyond  the  Sitting-room,  and  close  under  the  tower, 
are  Masters’  Sitting-rooms,  Boys’  Cloak-rooms,  and  w.c.s. 

The  Masters  rooms  are  so  placed  as  to  ensure  super- 
vision and  yet  avoid  espionage. 

There  are  three  Cloak-rooms,  one  of  which  is  fitted 
with  shelves  to  hold  the  play  boxes,  in  which  boys  keep 
their  private  possessions  under  lock  and  key.  To  the 
right,  in  a wing  apart,  are  the  emergency  w.c.s,  supple- 
menting the  outdoor  Latrines. 

The  Tower  Stair  is  common  to  two  houses,  and  so  in 
case  of  fire  there  are  three  exits  from  the  upper  storeys, 
easy  access  having  been  provided  from  one  house  to 
another. 

The  dimensions  of  the  Dormitories  are  66  ft.  by  20  ft. 
by  11  ft.,  giving  55  superficial  and  605  cubic  feet  for  each 
boy.  Across  the  passage,  as  close  as  possible  to  the 
Dormitory,  and  yet  cut  off  from  it,  is  the  Boys’  Wardrobe 
fitted  with  lockers  for  clothes.  Behind  the  Wardrobe  are 
the  House  Matron’s  room,  in  which  the  mending  is  done, 
and  the  Airing-room,  provided  with  an  airing-horse  and 
racks.  There  is  no  risk  of  damp  clothes.  To  the  right 
are  the  Masters’  Bed-rooms,  and  to  the  left  three  Boys’ 
Bath-rooms,  with  hot  and  cold  water  laid  on,  so  that  every 
boy  can  bathe  twice  or  even  three  times  a week,  if  needful, 
Facing  the  Baths  are  : a w.c.,  for  use  in  case  of  emergency 
at  night,  a closet  for  soiled  linen,  and  a housemaid’s  sink. 

The  second  floor  is  an  almost  exact  duplicate  of  the 
first ; the  Dormitory  on  this  landing  is  especially  worthy 
of  note,  being  even  better  lighted  than  the  one  below. 

Each  tower  has  a room,  which  is  for  the  use  of  a master 
as  a Bed-sitting-room.  The  space  beneath  this  room  on 
the  lower  landings  is  used  for  passages  of  communication 
between  the  two  houses,  as  well  as  for  stair  room.  The 
centre  is  occupied  by  store  cupboards  and  the  lift  shaft 
from  the  basement.  All  goods  from  the  Laundry  or 
Domestic  Block  are  sent  along  the  subway  and  up  the 
lift. 

In  wet  weather  boys  are  able  to  reach  any  part  of 
the  buildings  under  cover  by  means  of  the  cloisters,  on  to 
which  each  House  opens  by  a special  door. 
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THE  INFIRMARY  AND  ISOLATION 
HOSPITAL. 

The  new  Infirmary  and  the  Isolation  Hospital,  erected  by 
Messrs.  Clark  Brothers,  of  Watford,  from  designs  by  Bro.  C.  P. 
Ayres,  of  Watford,  Architect,  were  successfully  completed  in  July, 
1905,  and  have  been  found  to  meet  a much  needed  want. 

The  Infirmary,  situated  60  feet  east  of  the  Laundry  Block, 
is  a one-storey  building  and  contains  a Sick  Ward  for  eight  beds, 
five  one-bed  wards,  day-room,  Sisters’  sitting-room  and  bed-room, 
two  Staff  bed-rooms,  Medical  Officer’s  room,  surgery,  waiting- 
room,  and  dispensary,  three  bath-rooms,  linen,  and  clothes  stores, 
with  two  lavatories  fitted  with  basins  and  spray  jets,  slop  sinks, 
w.c.s,  etc. 

There  are  also  kitchen,  scullery,  larder,  and  coal  store. 

The  Isolation  Hospital,  situated  50  feet  to  the  north-east  of 
the  Infirmary,  is  a building  of  two  storeys,  each  floor  being  similar 
but  quite  separate,  there  being  no  communication  from  one  to 
the  other. 

Each  floor  consists  of  two  four-,  one  two-,  and  two  single-bedded 
wards,  ward  kitchen,  larder,  day-room,  Staff  and  Nurses’  bed-rooms, 
two  bath-rooms,  one  with  a discharge  room  adjoining  with  separate 
exit,  lavatory  with  basins  and  spray  jets,  w.c.s,  slop  sinks,  etc., 
and  fuel  store;  each  room  opens  on  to  a spacious  veiandah  facing 
south-west.  The  lower  floor  is  entered  only  through  the  verandah, 
whilst  the  upper  floor  is  approached  by  a stone  staircase  at  the 

west.  end. 

In  both  Blocks  the  systems  of  Electric  Lighting  and  Heating 
are  as  in  the  main  building,  and,  in  addition,  Shorland’s  Manchestei 
stoves  are  used  in  the  large  wards.  A thorough  system  of  electric 
bells  is  provided,  as  also  telephone  communication  from  each 
Block  to  various  parts  of  the  main  building. 
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THE  CHAPEL. 

To  the  south-west  of  the  main  block  of  buildings  is  the  Chapel, 
which  with  all  its  furniture  and  fittings  is  the  gift  of  W.  Bro.  C.  E. 
Keyser,  P.G.D..  Patron  and  Trustee  of  the  Institution.  It  is 
composed  of  flint  with  Ham  Hill  stone  facings  and  window  tracery, 
and  a tiled  roof,  and  forms  a pleasing  contrast  to  the  adjoining 
buildings.  It  was  designed  by  Bro.  E.  Doran  Webb,  F.S.A.,  the 
contractors  being  Messrs.  Charles  Trask  and  Sons,  of  Norton,  Stoke- 
under-Ham,  Somerset.  It  consists  of  a long  nave  with  a low 
bell  turret  at  the  south-west  angle,  and  a vestry  and  tribune  on 
either  side  at  the  east  end,  and  small  chancel  or  sanctuary,  which 
terminates  in  a semi-octagonal  apse.  The  internal  measurements 
show  it  to  be  about  135  ft.  in  length  by  28  feet  3 inches  in  breadth. 
It  is  built  in  the  late  Perpendicular  style  which  prevailed  in  the 
latter  part  of  the  15th  century.  It  has  three  windows  in  the  eastern 
apse,  one  to  each  tribune  of  three  lights,  three  on  either  side  of  the 
nave  of  five  lights,  and  one  at  the  west  end  of  three  lights,  all  with 
four  centred  arches. 

The  Chapel  is  entered  at  the  west  end  by  a double  doorway,  a 
small  ante-chapel  being  formed  by  an  oak  screen  which  supports 
a gallery  for  the  organ.  The  floor  of  the  main  part  of  the  nave  is 
paved  with  alternate  squares  of  Hopton  and  Pennant  or  Kenton 
stone,  that  of  the  east  bay  and  chancel  with  white  marble.  There 
is  a rise  of  one  step  to  the  eastern  portion  of  the  nave,  originally 
intended  for  the  Choir,  and  one  more  to  the  Sanctuary.  The  roof, 
which  is  coved  and  panelled,  is  of  English  oak,  supported  on  stone 
vaulting  shafts,  attached  to  the  wall  at  intervals  on  either  side. 
The  seating  is  arranged  on  the  collegiate  plan  and  is  entirely  of 
English  oak,  with  well  carved  poppyheads.  The  western  screen 
and  gallery,  the  fronts  to  the  tribunes,  and  the  Communion  table, 
which  is  raised  on  two  steps,  with  a stone  superaltar  behind  it,  are 
all  of  English  oak.  There  is  a piscina  with  stone  shelf  on  the  south 
side  of  the  Sanctuary.  The  Organ  was  designed  and  constructed 
by  Messrs.  Norman  and  Beard,  Limited,  of  Norwich.  It  is  a 
three  manual,  and  was  carried  out  under  the  supervision  of  W. 
Bro.  William  Stevenson  Hoyte,  P.G.O.  The  three  east  windows 
are  filled  with  very  beautiful  stained  glass,  from  the  design  of  Bro. 
P.  H.  Newman.  They  represent — (1)  The  history  of  the  Nativity 
with  the  offerings  of  the  Magi  and  the  adoration  of  the  Shepherds  ; 
(2,  in  the  centre)  the  Crucifixion  and  (3)  the  Resurrection.  A 
scheme  of  decoration  for  the  walls  has  also  been  carried  out  under 
the  direction  of  Bro.  Newman.  The  bell  in  the  turret  is  an  ancient 
one.  The  electroliers,  eagle  lectern,  and  altar  fittings  are  all  of 
brass.  Let  into  the  exterior  face  of  the  east  wall  is  the  foundation 
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stone,  laid  by  H.R.H.  The  Duke  of  Connaught,  and  bearing  the 
following  inscription  : — 

“ This  stone  was  laid  by  the  M.W.  Bro. 

H.R.H.  The  Duke  of  Connaught  and  Strathearn,  K.G.,  &c.,  &c., 
Past  Grand  Master  of  England, 

May  12  th,  1900.” 

A brass  plate  placed  under  the  tribune  on  the  north  wall 
records  the  consecration  of  the  Chapel  and  the  name  of  the  Donor 
The  service  of  Communion  plate  is  of  silver,  designed  after  an  old 
16th  century  pattern  by  Messrs.  Lambert,  of  Coventry  Street, 

W.C. 

The  Altar  frontals  are  very  beautiful,  and  have  been  worked 
by  Miss  Rachel  Walker,  of  Brighton. 

All  the  other  accessories  have  been  provided,  and  are,  it  is 
hoped,  of  an  equally  appropriate  character. 

DESCRIPTION  OF  THE  ELECTRIC  LIGHT,  HEATING 
PLANT,  AND  TELEPHONES. 

Electric  The  buildings  are  lighted  throughout  by  electricity 

Lighting.  penerated  on  the  premises.  The  electricity  is  generated 
bv  engines  and  dynamos  placed  in  a special  engine-room  at 
the  north-west  side  of  the  schools.  In  this  engine-room 
are  three  steam  dynamos  for  generating  the  current,  any 
two  of  which  are  sufficient  to  supply  current  to  the  schools 
the  third  being  spare.  The  current  for  lighting  is  led 
from  the  dynamos  to  a main  switchboard,  and  from  tne 
switchboard  is  distributed  through  the  buildings  by  means 
of  cables  laid  in  the  subways  and  connected  up  to  form  a 
ring,  to  which  are  connected  the  cables  from  the  various 
buildings.  The  ring  main  is  divided  into  four  sections, 
each  section  being  fed  by  a separate  trunk  main  coining 
direct  from  the  switchboard,  the  various  sections  being 
connected  together  through  fusible  wires,  so  that  m the 
event  of  there  being  a serious  fault  in  any  one  section,  the 
wires  connecting  the  faulty  section  with  its  neighbour 
would  fuse  and  cut  it  off  automatically,  leaving  the  rest  of 
the  installation  intact.  Each  block  of  buildings  is  treated 
as  if  it  were  a house  in  a town,  and  is  connected  up 
separately  to  the  ring  main  ; the  circuits  in  each  block  are 
subdivided  in  the  same  way  as  the  circuits  m an  ordinary 
house.  Installed  near  the  engine-room  is  a storage  battery 
for  providing  current  to  the  installation  during  the  day 
time  and  during  the  early  hours  of  the  morning,  when  not 
many  lights  are  in  use. 
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Heating. 


Boilers. 


The  total  amount  of  wires  and  cables  used  in  the 
installation  has  been  about  35 J miles  The  total  number 
of  lamps  installed  is  about  2000. 

The  heating  of  the  buildings  is  carried  out  by  means  of 
radiators  placed  in  the  rooms  and  passages.  The  radiators 
are  supplied  with  steam  at  atmospheric  pressure  on  what 
is  called^  the  u Webster  System  of  Atmospheric  Steam 
Heating/’  The  steam  is  brought  from  the  boiler  house, 
which  is  situated  on  the  north-west  side  of  the  buildings, 
and  is  led  by  large  pipes  placed  in  the  subways  to  all  parts 
of  the  buildings.  The  radiators  in  each  block  are  con- 
nected to  the  steam  main  at  a point  close  to  the  individual 
block.  Valves  are  provided  on  the  mains  by  which  the 
steam  can  be  turned  off  from  the  whole  of  the  system  or 
any  one  block  as  required.  Valves  are  also  provided  on 
the  pipe  systems  throughout  the  various  blocks  by  which 
their  individual  radiators,  or  a whole  section  of  radiators, 
can  be  turned  off  and  on  at  will.  The  fact  that  steam  is 
used  in  the  radiators  at  atmospheric  pressure  makes  it 
possible  for  the  exhaust  steam  from  the  engines  to  be  used 
for  heating  purposes,  thus  the  steam  after  it  has  passed 
through  the  engines  and  done  its  work  in  generating 
current  for  electric  light,  passes  into  the  heating  pipes 
and  is  used  for  warming  purposes.  In  very  cold  weather, 
when  the  exhaust  steam  from  the  engines  would  not  be 
sufficient  in  quantity  to  heat  the  whole  of  the  buildings,  an 
automatic  arrangement,  which  is  fixed  on  the  main  steam 
pipe,  comes  into  operation,  and  allows  steam  at  a pressure 
of  about  4 ounces  above  the  atmosphere  to  go  into  the 
main  heating  pipe  direct  from  the  boilers,  so  supplementing 
the  exhaust  from  the  engines.  The  hot  water  for  the 
baths  is  heated  in  calorifiers  placed  in  the  basements  of 
the  various  buildings.  The  calorifiers  are  supplied  with 
steam  for  heating  them  from  the  same  main  as  that  which 
supplies  steam  to  the  block  for  warming  purposes.  The 
steam  in  passing  through  the  radiators  and  calorifiers 
becomes  condensed,  and  the  water  so  formed  is  drawn 
back  and  discharged  into  a tank  near  the  boilers  by  means 
of  pumps  ; the  water  so  drawn  back  is  used  to  feed 
the  boilers  again. 

The  total  quantity  of  pipes  used  in  the  heating 
system  above  described  is  about  6|  miles. 

For  supplying  steam  to  the  engines  for  electric  light, 
for  heating  of  buildings,  and  for  cooking  purposes,  two 
large  Lancashire  boilers  have  been  installed.  Either  boiler 
is  sufficient  to  do  the  whole  work  of  supplying  steam  to 
the  buildings  at  any  one  time,  so  that  the  other  boiler  is 
a spare. 
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Engine  The  engine-room  and  battery-room  in  which  the 

Room,  etc.  ejec^rjc  light  plant  is  installed,  and  the  boiler  house,  aie 
side  by  side,  so  that  the  supply  of  steam  and  electricity 
to  the  buldings  is  controlled  from  one  centre. 

Telephones.  All  parts  of  the  buildings  are  connected  together  by 

means  of  telephones  arranged  on  the  exchange  system. 
There  are  two  exchanges,  one  in  the  porter  s room  at  the 
main  entrance,  and  the  other  in  the  head-master  s house. 
A switch  is  placed  in  the  porter’s  room  so  arranged  that 
when  the  porter  is  on  duty,  the  exchange  m his  room  will 
be  the  one  in  use,  and  the  switch  will  be  in  the  day 
position  ; while  at  night  time,  when  there  is  no  porter  on 
duty,  the  switch  will  be  changed  over  to  the  n?g  it 
position  and  the  exchange  in  the  head-master  s house  be 
thus  brought  into  action. 

The  total  quantity  of  wire  used  in  the  telephone 
system  is  about  5|  miles. 

STATISTICS  OF  BUILDINGS. 

There  are  41,700  cubic  yards  of  excavation,  or  about  52,090 
tons  of  earth  removed. 

There  are  6,890,000  bricks,  which,  if  placed  end  to  end,  would 
reach  980  miles,  and  which  weigh  about  20,820  tons. 

There  are  over  41,000  cubic  feet  of  Bath  and  Robin  Hood 
stone,  which  weigh  2300  tons. 

There  are  nearly  3 acres  of  slating,  weighing  about  224  tons, 
or  about  97,000  slates. 

There  are  19,400  cubic  feet  of  fir  in  wall  plates,  lintels, 
joists,  roofs,  etc.,  weighing  260  tons. 

There  are  about  2,\  acres  of  wood  flooring. 

There  are  3J  miles  of  wood  skirting,  and  3i  miles  of  cement 
ditto. 

There  is  one-third  of  an  acre  of  wood  panelled  dado. 

There  is  nearly  half  an  acre  of  doors. 

There  are  about  io|  acres  of  plastering  (walls  and  ceilings). 

There  are  over  3 miles  of  plaster  cornices. 

There  are  over  i|  miles  of  rain  water  pipe. 

There  is  about  i-r„-  acre  of  glass. 

There  are  8i  acres  of  painting  (on  plaster  and  wood.) 

There  are  7250  window  sashes. 

The  buildings  enclose  an  area  of  7 acres.

SECONDARY  SCHOOLS. 

Inspector’s  Report  for  Year  ending  31st  December,  1907. 


Bushey  : Royal  Masonic  School.  School  No.  3343. 

School  inspected  on  2%th  and  2§th  November,  1907. 


During  the  past  year  the  Head  Master,  assisted  by  the  principal  members 
of  his  staff,  has  prepared  detailed  courses  of  work  in  the  principal  subjects  of 
instruction,  with  numerous  suggestions  in  each  case  for  teaching  purposes.  The 
different  courses  have  been  printed  and  distributed  to  the  mastersf  Thus  the 
work  of  the  School  has  been  unified  and  the  methods  of  teaching  more  closely 
correlated ; and  as  both  the  courses  and  the  suggestions  have  been  most  happily 
thought  out,  the  work  of  future  years  can  hardly  fail  to  gain  greatly  thereby. 

The  Annual  Examination  of  the  School  was  held  by  the  University  of 
Cambridge  in  September  last,  and  the  reports  of  the  Examiners  are  of  a verv 
favourable  character  generally. 

The  natural  growth  of  the  work  in  Science  and  in  Geography  renders 
necessary  the  appointment  of  an  additional  master — one,  preferably,  who  is 
qualified  to  undertake  outdoor  work  in  Botany  and  to  help  in  Geography.  The 
laboratory  accommodation,  too,  is  rapidly  becoming  overtaxed,  and  the  time 
will  soon  come  when  the  question  of  extending  this  accommodation  will  require 
to  be  considered. 

Of  numerous  lessons  heard,  many  were  striking,  and  nearly  all  were  deserving 
of  commendation.  The  pupils’  note-books  examined  w~ere,  for  the  most  part, 
well  done,  carefully  corrected,  and  generally  satisfactory. 

The  Mathematical  work  is  now  making  rapid  progress,  and  its  quality  is 
in  marked  contrast  to  that  of  two  years  ago.  Methods  appear  to  be  sound 
throughout,  and  the  more  advanced  boys  are  doing  work  of  a distinctly 
creditable  character. 

Geography  has  also  improved  greatly  during  the  last  year  or  two.  One 
master  is  now  devoting  the  whole  of  his  time  to  the  subject,  and  both  his 
methods  and  the  original  devices  he  has  introduced  for  elucidating  difficulties, 
call  for  special  mention. 

The  work  in  Science  continues  to  be  as  sound  as  before.  It  is,  in  fact, 
exceptionally  good. 

Little  opportunity  occurred  for  seeing  much  of  the  History,  French,  or 
Drawing,  but  the  Examiners  reported  that  there  was  a “ distinct  improvement  ” 
in  the  first  named  subject  ; that  the  second  “ continues  to  be  taught  efficiently 
and  on  sound  lines,”  and  that  “ the  Art  work  throughout  the  School  is  in  a 
satisfactory  state.” 

Whilst  English  Literature  is  receiving  very  careful  attention,  it  cannot  be 
said  that  the  boys’  written  exercises  in  English  Composition  yet  reach  a high 
standard.  And  Latin  is  certainly  not  a strong  subject. 

But,  considered  as  a whole,  the  work  of  the  year  has  been  very  well  done, 
and  it  deserves  generous  recognition.  The  inspiring  influence  of  the  Head 
Master,  and  the  consequent  willing  co-operation  of  the  members  of  his  staff, 
go  a long  way  towards  ensuring  the  continued  progress  of  the  School.

OCTOBER,  1907- 


The  Board  of  Management  at  its  Meeting,  held  on  August 
25th,  1893,  resolved  to  submit  the  whole  School  to  an  independent 
Examination,  and  arrangements  were  accordingly  made  with 
the  Syndicate  appointed  by  the  University  of  Cambridge  for  such 
Examination  to  take  place  during  May,  1894. 

The  Report  of  the  Examiner  to  the  Syndicate  was  issued  to  the 
Subscribers  with  the  Voting  Papers  in  September,  1894. 

Subsequent  examinations  w7ere  held  in  October  of  the  years 
1895  to  1904,  inclusive,  and  renewed  in  1906,  and  the  reports 
were  issued  to  the  Subscribers  with  the  Voting  Papers  in  the 
month  of  March  following. 

Owing  to  the  School  being  thoroughly  inspected  by  the  Board 
of  Education  in  1905,  it  was  not  thought  necessary  to  have  the  usual 
Examination  by  the  Cambridge  University  Syndicate  in  that  year. 

The  Examinations  by  the  Syndicate  were  however  resumed  in 
1906,  and  continued  in  October  last,  and  the  Reports  of  the  latter 
are  appended  in  extenso,  being  issued  to  the  Subscribers  by  the 
Board  of  Management  with  the  full  conviction  that  they  will  be 
satisfactory  as  showing  a general  progress  in  educational  attain- 
ments, as  well  as  the  excellent  tone  and  standard  of  the  School.

GENERAL  REPORT. 

Sir, — I have  the  honour  to  submit  to  you  my  report  on  the  Royal  Masonic 
School,  which  I examined  and  inspected  in  accordance  with  your  instructions. 

I visited  the  School  on  September  30th,  and  spent  two  entire  days  in 
examining  orally  and  inspecting  classes,  organisation,  and  buildings.  I set  26 
papers  in  Religious  Knowledge,  English,  Geography,  History,  Latin,  French, 
and  German. 

The  numbers  of  the  School  are  380,  about  the  same  as  last  year,  and  the 
distribution  into  classes  remains  as  before,  though,  owing  to  a rather  larger 
number  of  younger  boys  coming  into  the  School  suddenly,  a new  Form  has 
been  organised,  and  a new  temporary  master  has  been  engaged.  The  question 
of  an  additional  master  must  soon  be  faced.  In  such  subjects  as  Geography 
and  French,  which  are  being  taught  by  Specialists,  the  work  is  becoming  very 
heavy  for  the  Specialists  in  these  subjects  at  present  on  the  Staff.  It  would 
help  the  work  of  the  School  considerably  if  an  additional  permanent  master 
could  be  provided. 

The  School  Buildings  continue  to  be  in  excellent  condition.  The  School 
is  well  equipped  with  furniture  and  apparatus. 

The  Curriculum  is  suited  to  the  needs  of  the  boys.  It  embraces  all  the 
subjects  required  by  a good  Secondary  School,  and  a suitable  amount  of  time 
is  allowed  to  each  subject.  The  Masters  in  charge  of  the  various  subjects  are 
working  out  careful  courses  of  study  for  their  respective  subjects,  so  that  the 
whole  work  is  being  carried  on  with  care  and  forethought. 

Scripture.— There  is  considerable  improvement  upon  last  year’s  work 
both  in  the  Old  and  the  New  Testament.  There  has  been  greater  breadth  of 
treatment  with  little  sacrifice  of  attention  to  detail. 

English. — The  written  work  is  quite  satisfactory,  especially  the  work 
in  literature.  The  books  read  throughout  the  School  are  such  as  are  apt  to 
instil  a love  and  appreciation  for  good  literature.  The  answers  showed  that 
the  books  had  been  carefully  studied  and  had  been  assimilated.  In  the  lower 
Forms  a little  more  stress  might  be  laid  upon  the  importance  of  accustoming 
boys  to  arrive  at  the  sense  of  passages  of  poetry,  and  to  express  it  in  their  own 
words.  In  the  Junior  School  precision  of  speech,  fluency  of  expression,  and 
good  elocution  should  be  aimed  at  in  the  English  teaching.  The  Composition 
of  the  boys  is  very  satisfactory.  The  older  boys  express  themselves  well,  and 
write  a clear,  effective  style. 
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_The  svllabus  is  excellent  and  the  teaching  is  stimulating, 

and  much  cfre^nd  trouble  is  taken  with  the  courses  of  Geography  throughout 
and  much  care  ana  trounie  written  examination,  however,  is  not

I have^  examined  or  inspected  the  whole  of  the  Upper  School  in  Physics 
and  Chemistry  by  paper  and  practical  work.  J 

In  Chemistry  Form  V did  fairly  good  work,  and  Form  IVs  were  generallv 
good,  with  several  very  good  papers  ; in  both  cases  the  descriptive  work  was 
rather  too  general  and  not  enough  diagrams  were  given.  Form  Ills  were 
good  on  the  whole  both  m descriptions  and  diagrams,  and  had  absorbed  their 
work  very  well.  Forms  II  (a  and  b)  and  I (a  and  b)  also  sent  in  much  good 
work,  especially  m descriptions  of  their  class  work,  but  applications  were  not 
quite  so  well  done.  Form  Ia  sent  in  many  nice  diagrams 

In  Practical  Chemistry  Form  IVs  did  some  good  work,  the  qualitative 
being  well  written  out  and  confirmed,  and  generally  better  than  the  quanti- 
tative. Form  Ills  were  very  good  on  the  whole,  and  many  excellent  results 
were  sent  m.  ^ 

In  Physics  Form  IVs  remembered  their  work  very  well,  but  were  not  quite 
so  successful  with  the  applications.  Form  IVo  also  did  their  descriptive 
work  well,  and  explained  the  methods  used  very  fairly.  Forms  III  and  IIIo 
did  generally  very  good  descriptive  work  and  diagrams.  Form  IIIo  were  also 
generally  able  to  give  reasons  for  what  they  did  and  worked  out  an  example 
very  well.  orm  IIa  were  on  the  whole  very  fair  and  gave  a fair  number  of 
diagrams  ; Form  IIb  were  on  the  whole  rather  better.  Forms  I (a  and  b)  also 
did  correct  descriptive  work,  but  they  generally  outlined  the  experiments 
without  describing  the  apparatus  used,  or  giving  diagrams.

Sir, — I examined  the  School  by  means  of  printed  papers  in 

(1)  Arithmetic — for  all  the  School  except  the  two  lowest  Forms  in  the 

Junior  School. 

(2)  Algebra — for  the  Upper  School,  and  VII. 

(3)  Geometry — for  the  Upper  School  only. 

Papers  were  also  set  for  Forms  V and  IV  in 

(4)  Trigonometry,  and  a more  advanced  paper  was  set  in  (5)  Statics 

and  Dynamics  to  the  three  boys  in  Form  V (Upper). 

I also  spent  a day  at  the  School,  testing  the  work  in  several  of  the  Mathe- 
matical Classes. 

It  is  difficult  to  make  a detailed  comparison  of  the  results  in  1907  with 
those  of  1906.  The  method  of  division  into  sets,  which  had  been  adopted  m 
1906,  had,  owing  to  the  difficulty  of  working  with  the  curriculum  as  a whole, 
to  be  abandoned  ; and  the  Mathematical  work  has  been  taken  this  year 
mainly  according  to  Form.  This  has  possibly  had  the  good  effect  of 
bringing  the  weaker  boys  more  into  line  with  the  others  ; but  I am  glad  to 
learn  that  arrangements  have  been  made  for  the  current  year  completely  to 
re-organise  the  work  into  Sets  as  in  1906. 

One  good  feature  in  this  year’s  work  is  the  establishment  of  a top  Set 
in  the  School.  Such  a Class  re-acts  on  the  rest  of  the  School  and  gives  a tone  to 
the  work  throughout  the  Lower  Forms.  It  should  in  time  develop  into  a Class 
capable  of  winning  Scholarships  at  the  Universities. 

The  work  sent  up  was  of  a fair  quality  throughout,  with  the  one  exception 
of  the  Lower  Division  of  Form  IV.  They  should  clearly  have  been  set  to  do 
the  papers  for  Form  III. 

In  the  Upper  V the  paper  on  Statics  and  Dynamics  (set  this  year  for  the 
first  time)  was  very  fairly  done— but  the  work  was  hardly  up  to  Scholarship 
standard.  The  Trigonometry  was  not  so  well  done,  Herapath  failing  quite 
unaccountably.  The  rest  of  the  work  of  this  Class  was  of  good  average  merit. 

In  Trigonometry  the  Lower  Division  of  Form  V and  the  Upper  of  Form  IV 
did  some  very  creditable  work.  It  augurs  well  for  the  future  of  the  Mathematical 
teaching  of  the  School,  that  so  many  boys  (36)  should  have  been  able  to  com- 
mence Trigonometry  satisfactorily— a subject  which,  by  the  use  of  the  tables 
and  graphical  methods,  can  be  made  attractive  and  educative. 

In  Arithmetic  the  work  was  of  about  the  same  quality  as  last  year. 
There  were  one  or  two  very  good  papers  in  the  Lower  Forms,  but  the  rest  were 
fair  average  standard.  IIIo  and  Ills  found  their  paper  rather  too  hard. 
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Throughout  the  School  there  was  an  appreciable  improvement  in  the 
Geometry.  There  should,  however,  be  still  further  improvement,  as  the  use 
of  one  Geometrical  Text  Book  throughout  the  School  becomes  familiar  to  all 
boys.  Ib,  who  did  no  Geometry  last  year,  acquitted  themselves  quite 
creditably. 

In  the  Algebra  the  improvement  was  somewhat  more  marked  ; most 
Forms  obtaining  quite  a good  percentage.  VI j,  which  did  no  Algebra  last  year,, 
did  well,  especially  VIjb. 

From  my  inspection  of  the  work  at  the  School,  I consider  that  all  the  Mathe- 
matical Staff  are  keenly  interested  in  the  teaching,  and  are  doing  their  best 
steadily  to  improve  their  weak  points.  I also  consider  that  the  organisation 
of  the  work  is  in  very  capable  hands,  and  that  if  the  full  progress  that  might 
have  been  expected  has  not  been  attained,  it  has  been  due  to  causes  beyond 
his  control.  With  a fourth  Mathematical  Master  on  the  Staff,  and  a complete 
re-arrangement  into  Sets,  it  should  not  be  the  fault  of  the  Staff  if  good  results 
are  not  attained  in  1908. 

I must  thank  the  Staff  for  their  work  of  looking  over  and  marking  the 
papers  with  such  care.

gm I have  the  honour  to  submit  to  you  my  Report  on  the  Examination 

and  Inspection  in  Drawing  of  the  Royal  Masonic  School,  Bushey. 

The  general  character  of  the  Art  work  throughout  the  School  is  m a satis- 
factory state.  The  syllabus  is  comprehensive  as  far  as  Free  Drawing  is 
concerned,  and  well  graded  to  meet  the  requirements  of  the  various  Forms, 
but  no  provision  appears  to  be  made  for  Machine  or  Architectural  Drawing. 

The  Lower  School  is  under  the  charge  of  Mr.  Ashworth,  and  judging  from 
the  books  and  the  few  Forms  which  I personally  examined,  the  instruction  here 

I understand  that  for  a few  special  boys  of  talent,  extra  time  is  given  to 
work  out  of  doors  from  Nature,  and  some  good  work  is  the  result  of  this  practice, 
chiefly  in  pen  and  ink  sketches  of  the  School  buildings,  and  adjacent  objects 
of  interest.  I think  careful  drawing  m black  and  white  of  far  greater  value 
than  inefficient  attempts  at  outdoor  water  colour  painting  for  such  elementary 
students,  and  I am  glad  to  notice  only  a few  water  colour  sketches  are  made  by 

this  Voluntary  Class.  . . , , A 

In  the  year’s  work,  amongst  the  examples  inspected  were  some  good  pen 
and  ink  studies  by  Herapath,  and  modelling  of  animals  from  the  Cast  by  Oldfield 
and  Harvey.  The  order  in  the  Classes  was  exceptionally  good,  and  the  boys 
generally  seemed  keen  on  their  work.

Dear  Sir,  On  the  3rd  inst.  I inspected  the  Physical  Training  and  Gym- 
nastics of  the  boys  at  the  Royal  Masonic  School  at  Bushey.  The  whole  of  the 
boys  were  paraded  for  my  inspection  and  I saw  six  Classes,  each  of  about  twenty- 
four  boys,  going  through  their  regular  exercises  under  their  Instructor  (Sergeant- 
Major  Cusack). 

The  system  that  is  now  being  taught  at  the  School  is  based  on  that  of  the 
“ Syllabus  of  Exercises  for  Use  in  Public  Elementary  Schools,”  supplemented 
by  certain  exercises  on  apparatus.  This  syllabus  is  admirable  for  Schools  which 
have  no  gymnasium,  and  where  the  work  has  to  be  done  in  class-rooms  or  the 
playground,  and  I think  that  the  Instructor  has  done  right  in  working  on  this 
Syllabus  in  accordance  with  my  previous  suggestions.  An  extension  of  the 
system  laid  down  in  the  Syllabus  in  question  is,  however, very  desirable, especially 
in  a School  such  as  this  in  which  a Gymnasium  is  available  for  the  work.  There 
are  several  books  dealing  with  this  system  (the  Swedish  system)  which  might 
be  followed  with  advantage,  and  I would  at  the  present  juncture  recommend, 
as  a guide  to  the  Instructor,  the  use  of  “ School  Gymnastics  on  the  Swedish 
System,”  by  Allan  Broman. 

The  Instructor,  considering  the  time  available  for  work,  obtains,  I think, 
reasonable  results ; but  I submit  that  one  attendance  per  week  of  three-quarters 
of  an  hour,  which  is  what  the  majority  of  the  boys  get,  is  not  sufficient  to  enable 
them  to  derive  really  substantial  benefit  from  the  work.  Is  it  not  possible  to 
face  this  question  boldly  and  to  allot  a second  period  of  three-quarters  of  an  hour 
per  week  or  three  periods  of  half-an-hour  to  Physical  Training  without  encroach- 
ing on  the  play  hours  ? In  those  countries  in  which  more  time  than  this  is 
devoted  to  compulsory  physical  training  in  schools  the  mental  training,  so  far 
from  suffering,  is  found  to  be  improved.  Some  of  the  Junior  Classes,  I under- 
stand, do  get  a second  period  of  three-quarters  of  an  hour  per  week,  and  I hope 
that  it  may  be  found  possible  to  let  every  boy  have  at  least  as  much. 

I drew  the  Instructor’s  attention  to  various  details  which  required  correc- 
tion and  improvement,  and  enclose  herewith  a few  additional  suggestions  for 
his  guidance.

of  this  Institution,  to  be  held  on  June  17th,  1908. 

The  New  School  at  Bushey  continues  to  give  excellent  results, 
and  is  reported  most  favourably  upon  by  the  Inspectors  of  the 
Board  of  Education.  The  course  of  education  has  necessitated  a 
much  larger  number  of  Boys  to  be  retained  beyond  the  usual  age 
of  15  years  for  higher  education,  with  the  result  that  the  School  is 
now  full  with  400-  for  which  number  dormitory  accommodation 
was  provided. 

After  careful  consideration  the  Board  of  Management  came  to 
the  conclusion  that,  rather  than  inc^ir  a further  expenditure  in  build- 
ing, it  would  be  a better  policy  to  educate  out  of  the  Institution  Boys 
under  the  age  of  10  years,  reserving  the  Bushey  School  for  the  higher 
secondary  education  of  Boys  beyond  that  age.  The  proposals  of  the 
Board  were  unanimously  approved,  with  the  result  that  at  the 
recent  Elections  a further  addition  to  the  number  of  Boys  receiv- 
ing benefit  was  made,  there  being  now  on  the  Books  433,  makin 
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a total  addition  of  138  during  the  last  five  years,  and  of  178  since 
1890.  Fifty-eight  Boys  are  at  present  being  retained  beyond  15  years 

of  age  for  higher  education,  and  this  number  will  be  increased  aftei 
Easter. 

This  desirable-  state  of  affairs  has  been  made  possible  by  the 
continued  liberal  support  of  the  Craft,  for  which  the  Board  of  Manage- 
ment takes  this  opportunity  of  expressing  its  thanks. 

Additions  to  the  Teaching  and  Domestic  Staff  and  to  the  ordinary 
expenditure  are  necessarily  involved  by  the  increased  advantages 
given  to  a larger  number  of  Boys.  The  Board  has  great  pleasure  in 
drawing  attention  to  the  successes  achieved  by  the  Pupils  and  Ex- 
Pupils  in  Public  Examinations.  (See  pages  949  to  951). 

It  is  hoped  that  some  Member  of  your  Lodge  will  represent  it 
as  a Steward  at  the  forthcoming  Festival.  I shall  be  glad  to  give  any 
information  which  may  be  desired,  as  well  as  to  afford  opportunities 
to  inspect  the  Schools.  ” “

A REMARKABLE  SCHOOL. 


[ Reprinted  from  “ The  University  Correspondent ,”  November  1st,  1907.] 

Four  hundred  scholarships  of  £50  a year  are  held  by  400  boys  at  one  of 
the  best  equipped  and  most  successful  schools  in  England.  On  the  same 
foundation  62  scholarships  of  £25  a year  each  are  held  at  other  schools  by  boys 
under  the  age  of  ten  years.  No  competitive  examination  is  needed  to  secure 
these  scholarships,  and  no  tinge  of  pauperism  is  attached  to  them  , they  are 
enjoyed  as  a right  derived  from  the  common  stock,  for  the  Royal  Masonic 
Institution  for  Boys  is  actively  supported  as  a pleasure  and  as  a matter  of  plain 
duty  by  the  fraternity  to  which  these  boys’  fathers  belonged  before  death  or 
adverse  circumstances  intervened. 

The  Boys’  Institution  had  its  real  beginning  as  far  back  as  1798,  when 
it  was  opened  with  six  scholars.  In  1809  a great  advance  was  made,  the 
number  of  boys  being  increased  to  fifty  in  commemoration  of  the  Jubilee  (1810) 
of  King  George  III.  In  those  days  the  boys  owing  to  lack  of  accommodation 
were  not  boarded  in,  but  were  maintained  on  a non-resident  system.  In  1857, 
however,  thanks  to  the  efforts  of  Bro.  R.  B.  Cabell,  twenty-five  boys  were 
admitted  into  residence  at  Wood  Green,  while  forty-five  continued  to  be 
boarded  out. 

From  that  time  there  has  been  no  looking  back.  Money  flowed  in  freely, 
and  by  March,  1860,  every  boy  was  housed  in  the  new  School.  Numbers 
increased  year  by  year,  and  the  excellent  educational  work  which  was  being 
carried  on  became  cramped  more  and  more  for  lack  of  space. 

But  relief  came  in  1898,  the  centenary  year  of  the  Boys’  Institution,  when 
His  Majesty  the*  King,  then  Prince  of  Wales  and  Grand  Master  of  Freemasons, 
presided  at  the  annual  Festival,  and  as  a result  of  a special  appeal  the  magni- 
ficent sum  of  over  £141,000  was  subscribed  for  the  erection  of  the  present 
school  buildings  at  Bushey,  Herts,  the  foundation  stone  of  which  was 
laid  by  H.R.H.  the  Duke  of  Connaught  in  1900.  This  structure,  together 
with  the  grounds  of  66  acres,  finally  cost  no  less  than  £187,000.  In  the  mean- 
time the  number  of  pupils  continued  to  grow.  In  1905  it  had  become  348  , 
now  it  is  462 — an  increase  of  282  in  the  last  thirty  years. 

From  1875  to  1889  the  Headmaster  of  the  School  was  the  eminent  philolo- 
gist, the  Rev.  Richard  Morris,  M.A.,  LL.D.,  author  of  several  well  known  works 
on  the  English  language.  The  present  Headmaster,  under  whose  direction  the 
school  has  reached  the  high  level  of  excellence  at  which  it  now  stands,  is  the 
Rev.  PI.  A.  Hebb,  M.A.,  who  is  assisted  by  a large  and  capable  staff. 

Boys  may  be  elected  to  the  School  at  the  age  of  seven,  but  in  order  that 
the  school  machinery  may  be  used  to  the  best  advantage,  those  elected  between 
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even  and  ten  years  of  age  are  placed  at  schools  near  their  own  homes  As 

by  tWemand  fnrTh  77  6^.such  *>qyB,  but  this  number  is  limited  only 
by  the  demand  foi  these  scholarships,  and  the  extent  of  the  means  to  meet  this

The  school  curriculum  in  purely  academical  subjects  is  that  of  a <mod 
secondary  school  ; but,  m addition,  an  extra  .equipment  for  the  battle  of  life  is 
given  in  several  branches  of  technical  education — printing,  bookbinding  car- 
pentry , wood-carving,  and  smith’s  work,  amongst  others. 

At  the  same  time  the  physical  training  of  the  boys  is  not  neglected  Thev 
bWhl  taug,ht  *°  sf  lm  and  encouraged  to  take  part  during  thefr  leisure  time 
n the  usual  school  games.  In  1906,  the  Morris-tube  rifle  range  having  been 
constructed  at  Bushey,  the  Board  of  Management  of  the  School  decided  to 
seml  fortyTour  boys  to  Bisley  for  a week’s  training  under  the  auspices  of  the 
r iv/r  , , boys  gamed  first  and  second  prizes  for  Physical  Drill  and  a prize 

for  Marksmanship,  and  m addition  derived  great  benefit  generally  from  their 
experience.  *■’ 

This  year  the  number  of  the  squad  was  increased  to  fifty.  The  boys  tied 
or  first  and  second  places  111  Drill  and  gained  a third  prize  for  Marksmanship 
They  were  also  highly  commended  for  smartness  and  efficiency.  P' 

TC  SC701  ,iS  re?°gnised  by  the  Board  of  Education  as  an  “ efficient  ” 
ur7tVniy  SChf°°  f a7  the  .substantial  grants  made  by  that  soulless  body  are 
7 7 f 77  of ,SO!ld  m®nt  on  the  Part  of  the  school.  But  the  test  of  efficiency 
,Wb7h7  d strongly  appeal  to  both  sympathiser  and  critic  is  that  wisely 
instituted  by  the  Board  of  Management  in  1893.  At  its  meeting  held  in  August 
of  that  year  the  Board  resolved  to  submit  the  whole  School  to  an  independent 
examination,  and  arrangements  were  accordingly  made  with  the  Syndicate 
appointed  by  the  University  of  Cambridge  for  such  examinations.  From  that 
time  this  examination  has  taken  place  annually,  except  in  1905,  when  the  lengthy

selves at  the  London  University  Matriculation  Examination,  and  that  every 
one  of  them  has  passed,  fifteen  of  them  in  the  first  division.

“ The wnrfcfo^th.  °f  the  7ar<i  °f  Ed,lcation  remarks  in  his  last  annual  report : 

The  work  of  the  year  has  been  very  well  done,  and  it  deserves  generous 
recognition.  The  inspiring  iftflitence  of  the  Head-master  and  the  consequent 
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willing  co-operation  of  tlie  members  ot  his  staff  go  a long  way  towards  ensuring 
the  continued  progress  of  the  school.”  In  individual  subjects  of  instruction 
the  report  is  extremely  flattering. 

The  report  of  the  Cambridge  Examiners  on  their  written  and  oral  examina- 
tion of  the  school  in  October,  1907,  fully  bears  out  the  opinion  of  the  Board  of 
Education.  A few  extracts  from  the  Cambridge  report  are  given  here  : — 

In  English  44  the  written  work  is  quite  satisfactory,  especially  the  work  in 
literature.  The  composition  is  very  satisfactory.” 

In  Geography  44  the  syllabus  is  excellent  and  the  teaching  is  stimulating, 
and  much  care  and  trouble  is  taken  with  the  courses  of  Geography  throughout 
the  school  ” In  History  and  French  the  examiners  report  a distinct  improvement. 

In  Mathematics,  formerly  a regrettably  weak  subject,  the  improvement 
anticipated  a few  years  ago  continues.  In  Chemistry  and  Physics  the  report  is 
that  44  the  boys  are  very  well  taught,  and  the  results  obtained  are  quite 
satisfactory.” 

The  general  tone  of  the  School  and  the  administrative  ability  of  its  present 
Head  are  well  shown  in  the  concluding  words  of  the  report  : — 14  The  tone 
and  spirit  of  the  School  are  excellent.  Masters  and  boys  are  on  the  most 
friendly  terms.  There  is  a keenness  and  vigour  about  the  entire  place  which 
is  most  stimulating.  The  organisation  of  the  school  is  excellent.” 

Thus  the  satisfactory  progress  of  the  year  1906  is  fully  maintained,  and 
there  is  no  doubt  that  with  so  able  a Head,  backed  up  as  he  is  by  the  capable 
and  energetic  Secretary,  Bro.  J.  M.  McLeod,  together  with  the  intelligent  and 
sympathetic  co-operation  of  the  Board  of  Management,  the  School  is  assured  a 
brilliant  future.  W . B. 
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FESTIVAL  STEWARDSHIP. 

Every  Brother  accepting  the  Office  of  Steward  is  called  upon  to  pay  a 
fee  usually  two  Guineas — (fixed  by  the  Stewards  themselves)  to  “ The 
Stewards’  Fund,’  ’ separate  from  the  funds  of  the  Institution.  From  this  is  defrayed 
the  entire  expenses  of  the  Festival,  such  as  the  Dinner,  Steward’s  Badge, 
Printing,  Postage,  Music,  etc. 

On  payment  of  this  fee  each  Steward  is  entitled  to  receive  a Dinner  Ticket 
for  the  Festival,  and,  if  he  present  a Donation  of  Ten  Guineas  or  upwards,  one 
vote  for  life  in  addition  to  the  votes  to  which  he  may  become  entitled  by  virtue 
of  such  donation.  A further  additional  Vote  is  gained  if  a previous  Stewardship 
with  the  like  Donation  has  been  served. 

N.B.— Any  Brother  serving  the  Office  of  Steward  to  this  Institution,  and 
personally  subscribing  at  the  time  not  less  than  Ten  Guineas,  in  his  own  nam^ 

is  entitled  to  wear  the  Charity  Jewel,  providing  he  has  also  served  the  Office  of 

Steward  to  either  the  Royal  Masonic  Institution  for  Girls,  or  the  Royal  Masonic- 
Benevolent  Institution,  with  a similar  personal  subscription. 

Every  Brother  who  shall  have  served  the  Office  of  Steward  at  any 
Anniversary  Festival  of  either  of  the  Masonic  Charities,  as  the  representative 
of  some  Provincial  or  County  Lodge,  who  shall  personally  attend  such  Festival, 
and  shall  bring  up  thereto  contributions  amounting  to  not  less  than  100  Guineas 
shall  have  the  same  rights  and  privileges,  as  to  wearing  the  Charity  Jewel  or 
Clasps,  as  if  he  had  himself  contributed  the  sum  of  Ten  Guineas  whilst  serving 
such  Stewardship. 

Ladies— or  Lewises  being  Minors— may  also  act  as  Stewards,  and  the  fee 
is  one  half  that  of  a brother. 

Every  Steward  at  the  Anniversary  Festival  who  shall  procure  Donations 
or  Subscriptions  to  the  extent  of  not  less  than  Twenty  five  Guineas  in  addition 
to  a personal  donation,  and  shall  collect  and  pay  over  the  amount  to  the  funds 
of  the  Institution,  shall  receive  one  additional  vote  for  life  at  each  election  of 
Boys,  and  a further  vote  for  every  additional  sum  of  not  less  than  Twenty- 
five  Guineas. 

These  “ List  ” Votes  may  accrue  from  any  sum  contributed  by  the  Steward 
an  excess  of  his  personal  qualifying  donation  of  Ten  Guineas  for  the  Charity 
Jewel  or  Clasp  of  Grand  Lodge,  and  also  from  the  Donations  of  any  other  Stewards 
appearing  on  his  list,  but  such  Votes  shall  only  be  given  and  accrue  in  proportion 
is  the  various  Donations  and  Subscriptions  are  received  by  the  Institution. 

Ladies  or  Lewises  being  Minors — acting  as  Stewards  shall  receive  “ List  ” 
Votes  as  above,  provided  they  qualify  as  Life  Governors  of  the  Institution.

The  appeal  issued  in  November,  1895,  for  the  foundation  of  a Scholarship 
Fund  in  connection  with  the  R.M.I.  Boys  was  generously  responded  to,  and  a 
First  Scholarship  of  the  value  of  £35  per  annum  endowed.  By  permission  of 
Grand  Lodge  this  is  entitled  “ The  Grand  Lodge  Scholarship  for  Boys,”  and  the 
first  recipient  was  Mr.  J.  A.  Coupland,  who  left  the  Institution  as  a pupil  in 
December,  1895,  and  who  received  special  training  to  fit  him  for  a medical  career 
— the  Scholarship  being  available  to  assist  in  paying  his  fees  at  a hospital,  and 
was  renewed  for  two  years  by  the  Governors.  The  second  holder  (renewed  for 
the  third  year),  was  Mr.  L.  W.  Croft,  who  left  the  School  at  Midsummer,  1900, 
was  articled  to  a Solicitor,  passing  his  final  examination  in  January,  1905,  and 
is  now  in  practice.  The  third  holder  (for  two  years),  was  Mr.  A.  D.  S.  Rogers, 
who  left  the  School  in  1903,  graduated  at  St.  Catherine’s  College,  Cambridge, 
and  is  now  articled  to  a Solicitor. 

A second  Scholarship,  in  commemoration  of  Her  Majesty’s  Diamond  J ubilee, 
was  founded  in  1898,  a grant  of  £2000  having  been  made  by  Grand  Lodge  in 
June,  1897,  for  that  purpose.  It  is  of  the  annual  value  of  £55,  and  the  first 
recipient  (renewed  for  two  years)  was  Mr.  LI.  A.  D.  Maidment,  who  left  the 
School  at  Midsummer,  1901,  and  passed  through  the  Royal  School  of  Mines, 
South  Kensington.  The  present  recipient  (renewed  for  a second  year)  is  Mr. 
Thomas  Anderson,  training  at  University  College,  Reading. 

Exhibitions  have  also  been  awarded  to  other  ex-pupils. 

Special  regulations  for  the  administration  of  the  Fund  were  adopted  by  the 
Subscribers  at  a General  Meeting  held  on  October  30th,  1896,  when  the  above- 
mentioned  Trustees  and  Governors  were  appointed  (see  pp.  993  to  995). 

It  is  hoped  that  Subscriptions  and  Donations  will  be  continued  in  order  to 
found  other  Scholarships,  and  to  enable  further  assistance  to  be  given  to  deserving 
ex-pupils  in  the  prosecution  of  studies  connected  with  their  intended  careers, 
under  the  regulations  above  referred  to.

REGULATIONS 

Adopted  by  the  Subscribers  at  a General  Meeting  held  October  30 th,  1896,  a? 

Freemasons’’  Hall , London,  W.O. 

1 . The  Scholarship  Fund  in  connection  with  the  Royal  Masonic  Institution  for 

Boys  shall  include  the  present  fund  standing  at  the  London  and  West- 
minster Bank  in  the  name  of  such  Scholarship  Fund,  together  with  all 
further  subscriptions,  donations,  legacies  and  other  moneys  contributed 
or  accruing  for  the  purposes  of  the  said  Fund. 

2.  The  Fund  shall  be  invested  in  any  Securities  authorised  by  the  Trustee 

Acts  in  the  names  of  the  following  Three  Trustees  : The  Earl  Amherst, 
R.W.  Deputy  Grand  Master  ; J Sir  John  Monckton,  P.G.W.  ; and  Charles 
E.  Keyser,  Esq.,  P.G.D.  ; and  the  income  derived  from  such  Fund,  after 
the  payment  of  necessary  expenses,  shall  be  appropriated  as  hereinafter 
appears.  In  case  of  death,  removal,  or  refusal  to  act  of  any  of  the  Trustees, 
the  vacancy  or  vacancies  shall  be  filled  by  the  Governors  appointed  to 
administer  the  F und 

3.  The  management  and  administration  of  the  Fund  shall  be  entrusted  to  a 

Board  of  Governors,  consisting  of  an  Honorary  Secretary,  an  Honorary 
Treasurer,  and  ten  other  members,  all  of  whom  shall  be  Subscribers  to  the 
Fund.  The  following  shall  be  the  first  ten  members  : fBros.  Richard  Eve, 
George  Everett,  Frank  Richardson,  Stanley  J.  Attenborough,  J.  H. 
Whadcoat,  William  Russell,  John  Glass,  * Walter  Martin,  D.  Edwards 
Radclyffe,  and  R.  S.  Chandler  (Old  Masonian).  The  first  Hon.  Secretary 
shall  be  Bro.  James  Morrison  McLeod,  and  the  first  Hon.  Treasurer  Bro. 
John  Strachan,  K.C.  Such  Governors  shall  have  power  to  fill  vacancies 
in  their  number,  including  the  appointment  of  Hon.  Secretary  or  Hon. 
Treasurer.  Should  the  number  of  Governors  at  any  time  be  reduced  to 
less  than  fi  ve,  the  Board  of  Management  of  the  Royal  Masonic  Institution 
for  Boys  shall  have  the  power  to  appoint  other  subscribers  to  make  the 
number  up  to  twelve.  At  any  meeting  of  the  Governors,  three  shall 
form  a quorum. 

4.  The  Governors  shall  meet  on  such  days  as  they  may  consider  necessary » 

at  the  offices  of  the  Institution,  or  such  other  place  as  shall  entail  no 
expense  on  the  Funds.  At  each  meeting,  the  Governors  present  shall 
elect  one  of  their  number  to  act  as  Chairman  of  the  meeting. 

5.  The  accounts  of  the  Fund  shall  be  subject  to  the  periodical  audit  of  an 

Honorary  Auditor.  The  first  Hon.  Auditor  shall  be  Bro.  Percy 
Ravenscroft,  A.C.  A.§.  In  case  of  a vacancy  in  the  office  of  Auditor,  such 
vacancy  shall  be  filled  by  the  Board  of  Management  of  the  Institution. 

6.  Save  as  hereinafter  appears,  the  income  of  the  Fund  shall  be  applied,  in  the 

absolute  discretion  of  the  Governors,  to  such  scholarships,  exhibitions, 
bursaries,  or  other  foundations  for  the  benefit  of  scholars  or  ex-scholars 
of  the  Institution,  between  the  ages  of  15  and  19,  as  shall  provide  a 
higher  education  for  deserving  boys  after  they  have  finished  their  school 
career  ; but  the  Governors  shall  not  be  bound  to  award  any  sum  if  in 
their  opinion  no  candidate  has  shown  himself  worthy  of  such  award.

10.  No  boy  shall  be  eligible  as  a candidate  unless  he  presents  a certificate

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13.  If  the  holder  of  the  Scholarship  or  Exhibition  shall,  in  the  judgment  of  the

a reasonable  standard  of  efficiency,  or  wilfully  cease  to  pursue  his 
education,  the  Governors  may  at  once  determine  the  Scholarship,  and 
refuse  to  make  any  further  payments  thereunder  ; and  for  this  purpose 
they  may  act  on  the  report  of  the  proper  authorities  of  the  place  of 
education  at  which  the  Scholarship  is  held,  or  on  such  other  evidence  as 
the  Governors  may  think  sufficient.  The  decision  of  the  Governors  shall 
be  final  in  every  case. 

14.  These  Regulations  may  be  added  to,  or  amended  by  a Meeting  of  Sub- 

scribers specially  summoned  for  the  purpose. 

15.  A Special  Meeting  of  the  Subscribers  shall  be  called  by  the  Honorary
